The Cincinnati Commercial has au interesting 
correspondence from Hilton Head under date of 
December 1Mb. Full, details of General Sher- 
man's operations arc gircn. We clip a portion 
•f the account: 

THE PIVKKSIO* mi PORT SOTAL. 

For the last fortnight, some word from Sher- 
man, through scouts or couriers, has been looked 
for in this department. The blockading fleet 
have been watchful to pick np boats issuing 
from the streams south of Hilton Head, beiig 
advised that some Intelligence from Sherman 
might arrive in Hint manner. But day after 
day passed and nothing came. 

About a fortnight ago General Foster collect- 
ed what force he could in his department, stria- 
pine many points almost entirely of troops, and 
leaving guard-tours to the citizen", who were 
all impressed for garriaon duty. With about 
six thonsand men. on transports, he ascended 
Broad river, and landed at a point within live 
miles of Pocotaligo Bridge, on the Charleston 
and Savannah railroad, advanced immediately, 
intending to cut the road, and 60 prevent rein- 
forcements from the north reaching Savannah. 
The nature of the country over which he passed 
was Wrornhle until he arrived within a mile of 
the railroad, where it became swampy and im- 
penetrable, save along a single narrow road, 
commanded bv a rebel fort, which, being within 
easy reach of Savannah, conld be readily re- 
inforced from that point. A determined assault 
on the fort was repulsed, and. on our troops at- 
tempting to withdraw to another position, the 
rebels attacked in turn, bnt were driven back 
with heavy loss. Gen. Foster rearranged hia 
plans and advanced by another road, making 
steadv progress toward the railroad, and, Anal- 
ly, partially commanding it by heavy guns, to 
work which it was necessary to cut an opening 
through the dense, swampy foresu. From 
this position our troops could see the 
smoke of passing engines, and hear the 
rumble of trains which were passing to and 
from SavaDnah, with unusual industry. On 
Sunday, the 11th instant, the trains ceased run- 
ning; some say from a lucky shot through a 
locomotive, but probably because General Sher- 
man occupied the railroad just outside Savan- 
nah. General Foster's loss in the attempt to 
seize the railroad, will reach 1.000. The move- 
ment was an etlective diversion in Sherman's 
favor, keeping 3,000 or -1,000 rebels in his front, 
to defend the railroad and relieving Sherman of 
that number, who would otherwise have partici- 
pated in Ihe direct defence of Savannah. Had 
it not been for the impenetrable marshes, in the 
country in which he operated. General Foster 
would" have hud little dilllculty in seizing the 
railroad; 

THE FIRST NEWS FROM SIIERM.VS. 

On Sunday morning, the 11th inst., parties 
from plantations came down reporting heavy 
cannonading in the direction of Savannah, ami 
at Fort Pulaski, during the preceding night 
shells conld be seen bnrsting over or near the 
town. Early Monday morning the gunboat 
Flag came steaming up from the south, having 
on board Captain Duncan, Myron Amick, and 
George W. Quinby, three of Sherman's scout*, 
and the first of his couriers reaching our lines 
since he set out from Atlanta. 
'.'.Captain Duncan brought a despatch from 
General Howard, dated the 9th Inst., on the 
Savannah Canal, saving: "Wo have had per- 
fect success, and ihe army is in fine spirit*. " 
The canal referred to is about five milea east of 
Savannah, running from the Savannah river to 
the Ogceehce river, but it is. as far as business 
is concerned, an obsolete airair. 

Captain Duncan and his companions left 
Sherman's army at Savannali Canal on the 
evening of the 9th, with written despatches 
from Generals Sherman and Howard and 
General Foster. They embarked In a dugout, 
and paddled down the Oneechec river, hid- 
ing during the day. On Saturday night thev 
floated by Fort McAllister and the enemv's 
picket boats, during a rain-storm, and emerged 
into Ossibaw Sound, where thev were discov- 
ered and picked up by the Federal gunboat 
Flag. They passed under the bridge over the 
Oeetchcc liver on the Gulf Railroad, which was 
then burninir, having probably been fired by the 
rebels to prevent Sherman's army crossing" not 
knowing that he had already crossed. The 
cunboat Flag set sail immediately for Hilton 
Head, and arrived here with her welcome pas- 
sengers, on the morning of Monday, the 12th 
instant. 

The news of Sherman's safety spread with the 
wings of the air, and in an hour or two Hags 
fluttered from many buildings on the islaud, and 
decked out the numerous shipping in the har- 
bor. Despatches were sent to General Foster, 
who was at the front at Pocotaligo. He came 
down immediately, and soon after, in company 
with Captain Duncan and his scouts, embarked 
on a revenue cutter for Ossibaw Sound, to en- 
deavor to communicate wltli General Sherman. 
In the mean time salutes were fired from Fort 
Pulaski as a given signal to apprise Sherman 
that his despatches had been received. 

Captain Duncan ani his enmpagnoru du vxyaije 
were dressed in what may be considered the 
habits of Confederate citizens, not omitting In 
their make ups a moderate allowance of rents 
and tatters, to give their garb au air of plausi- 
bility. Their eyes glistened for want of sleep, 
and they ate with Gallic vivacity. They had 
not dared venture to shore while journeying 
down the Ogeechee: and they couldn't sleep or 
eat very well on the gunboat I'lag, for it must 
be remembered they are Western lads, and ou 
salt water for the first time. In a word, they 
were Very sea-sick. 

HOW SHERMAN MARi HEI>. 

These scouts report that throughout the 
march the armv moved in fonr columns, How- 
ard on tho right, and Slocutn on the left, wiih^ 
cavalry in front and rear. Iu this mannur it cov-* 
ered a'strip of nearly sixty miles in width. For 
300 miles Sherman has cut through Georgia a 
swath of sixty miles. It would seem thai the 
"hero turned fugitive" might have been found 
somewhere in this tract of 18,000 square miles if 
the search for him had been very earnest. 

Immediately ajter leaving Atlanta, the col- 
umn marching toward Macon devastated the 
country for miles west of the Macon and Atlan- 
ta P.ailroad, in order to'retard the progress of 
Hood, should he attempt to follow in on Sher- 
man's rear. 

WHAT OPPOSITION WAS ENCOUNTERED. 

Not the least significant and cheering fact of 
the march is that but very little opposition to 
the grand raid, or rather occupation, was met. 
In their haste to fly. bridges over the smaller 
streams were, in several instances, left unburned 
by the citizens. They were terrified out of dis- 
cretion, and failed to respond to the despairing 
appeals of Generals and Legislators to fell trees, 
burn bridges, and destroy subsistence. In no 
place was Ihe road seriously blockaded, and the 
stores that were burned were fired by the rebel 
cavalrv, who were feared by the agricultural 
Georgians as much as the Yankees. The horses 
were secreted in the swamps to escape both 
parties. We got nearly all, because the indis- 
pensable negro was very apt to designate the 
spot where the coming cavalry nags were to he 
found. Our troops had a few 'skirmishes, in all 
of which Ihcy were successful. If Wheeler de- 
feated Kilpatrick at any time, no one in Sher- 
man'i army was aware of the fact when our 
scouU left It. 

THE. CAITI'RE OF Mn.l.F.IX;F.VlI.I,K. 

The rebel papers make no mention of the 
ludicrous fact thatMUledgeviUo was surrendered 
to onr scouts two days before the main ariny 
reached the town. These scouts were met by 
the Mayor, who insisted on surrendering the 
place, only asking that private property should 
be respected. These trinmphaut captors, after 
their informal entree, proceeded to open the 
penitentiary, releasing about one hundred and 
fifty inmates, some of them members of the 
Federal army, confined for what were really 
military offences. Very few of the citizens re- 
mained, and those who" did were not disturbed. 
On leaving Milledgcville our forces burned the 
State buildings, exploded a quantity of ammu- 
niiion, and destroyed the depots. 

A F1BU> OR1U.R FROM SHERMAN. 

While in Milledgeville, a' citizen made com- 
plaint to Sherman of having been robbed of a 
considerable amount in money and a valuable 
gold watch, establishing the fact with abundant 
evidence. Sherman immediately issued an or- 
der declaring that any ot bis army found en- 
gaged in stealing money or articles of no mili- 
tary value, of ravishing! or wantonlv burning 
private property, would be shot. This order 
was not violated, so far as could be ascertained. 

PAMAl.F. TO THE GEORGIA RAILROADS. 

Our scouts assert that Sherman haa complete- 
ly destroyed the great railroad qu:idrilateral, of 
which Atlanta, Macon, Augusta, and Savannah 
are the four corners. The railroad leading east 
from Atlanta to Augusta is destroyed for over 
seventy miles, including bridges over the Yellow 
and contiguous rivers. The railroad running 
south from Atlanta to Macon is destroyed for 
eighty miles. The railroad running east from 
Macon to Savannah is destroyed for a distance 
estimated at from ninety to one hundred miles. 
The railroad running between Augusta and 
Savannah is destroyed from Waynesboro to 
8avannah, a distance of over eighty miles. The 
Gulf Railroad has been cut, ana Sherman's po- 
sition, when last heard from, insures that he 
holds the Charleston and Savannah Railroad. 

We learn that this wholesale work of destruc- 
tion was carried on leisurely and with an eye to 
completeness. Every rail was heated and bent; 
even' tie, bridge, water-station, tank, wood- 
shed, and depot building burned, and every cul 
vert blown up. For miles on the Macon and 
Savannah, and the Augusta and 8a vannah roads 
the track is carried over marshy territory by 
extensive trestle-work. This is ail burned, and 
will be very difficult to replace. In all, Sherman 
has completely dcttroyed nearly 100 miles of 
railroad track, and as he was nearly a month in 
doing it, we may readily believe that it is well 
done. 

In addition to this, it must be remembered 
that a gap of twenty miles has existed in the 
road leading west from Atlanta to Montgomery, 
since Sherman's flank movement, leading to the 
fall of Atlanta; that the railroad running from 
Atlanta to Chattanooga' is utterly destroved, in 
eluding two important bridges, from Atlanta to 
Rcsaca, a distance of eighty-two miles, and that 
we can take np the remaining fifty-six mile: 
whenever General Thomas deems it necessary. 

This is the stupendous work accomplished by 
General Sherman's campaign In lam, and we 



hope to add something to It before the close of 
the year. 

HOW THE ARMT LZTKP. 

We have the assurance that the armv has 
fared sumptuously off the conntry,libnndaut 
supplies being found on every plantation. 
Every day details for foraging were made from 
each regiment, who sallied forth, generally re- 
turning in a vehicle or on horseback, laden with 
poultry, »w. et potatoes, corn, bread, bacon, 
honey, and many et cettras. More cattle, sheep, 
and hugs were driven in than could be used. In 
such event, like old buffalo hnnters, they ap- 
propriated only the tongues aiid tender-loins. 
Superfluous horses, or those that became tem- 
porarily disabled, were shot. This is war ac- 
cording to Sherman. 

From our own train issues of coffee and hard- 
bread were made, but seldom any thing else. 

CONDITION OF ROAP6. 

The roads were generally in good travelling 
order, and not seriously obstructed. In the 
march down from Millen the army moved with 
more difficulty, owing to the swampy nature of 
the country. Their march, however, was un- 
opposed, and their progress was but little im- 
peded. 

THE WEATHER 

Was fine throughout. Some rain fell— not 
enough to injure the roads for military move- 
ment,. 

CNl! DAY'S REST IN SEVEN. 

Sherman rested his army from marching on 
Sundays, though in other labor it was rather 
more active on that day than any other. The 
average distance marched per day was ten miles. 

REBEL PRISONERS. 

Up to reaching Savannah our army had col- 
lected two thousand rebel prisoners, who were 
bronght along. 

SHERMAN DESfT.NDS THE OOEEOHEE. 

On Wednesday morning, the 14th instant, 
General Sherman camcdown thelOgeechce river 
in a small boat, captured on that stream. He 
was received on board of the Nimeaha, where 
he was most cordially greeted by General Foster 
and Admiral Dahlgren. Sherman looked a lit- 
tle rusty, and wore tho same drooping, round- 
top, felt hat, which was observable for not being 
new when he flanked Atlanta; but he was in buoy- 
ant spirits, and laughed and chatted as only a 
man of his sanguine traits can. He said that 
the resistance to his march was less than he an- 
ticipated. The enemy had nibbled a little at hie 
advance gnards and foraging parties, but 
avoided fighting with great perseverance. He 
had roamed the heart of Georgia for a month, 
his army had lived luxuriantly off the necetsi ' u < 
of Lee's and Hood's armies, and he had de- 
stroyed railroads, beyond repairduiingthe war. 
All this he had done, without the loss of a thou- 
sand men. The whole story of his march could 
be summed up in a few words: he had not oniy 
accomplished every thing he had deemed prob- 
able, but many things which were simply pos- 
sible. Among the latter was the capture of 
Savannah: now he was certain of the city, with 
strong hopes of its garrison. 

General Sherman remained in consultation 
with General Foster and Admiral Dahlgren for 
several hours, during which time, of conrse, 
plans for the co-operation of Foster's army and 
the fleet were arranged. I have it, on the au- 
thority of one who heard the remark, that Sher- 
man declared that all the navy iu the world 
conld not, unaided, capture Savannah. About 
3 o'clock on Wednesday afternoon Sherman re- 
turned up the Ogeechce river, and rejoined his 
army. 

' THE CAPTURE OF FORT MACAI.t.tSTER. 

On the lath inst., Hazen'a division (command- 
ed by General Sherman himself formerly), of 
the 15th corps, was ordered to storm Fort Mc- 
Allister, after a demand for its surrender had 
been refused. The charge was made in column 
at the double-quick, and In less than fifteen 
minutes from the time the word to storm was 
given, our Hag floated from the fort, which is 
strongly built of sand, with deep ditches and 
massive parapet*. The garrison, consisting of 
three hundred men. were captured, together 
with twenty-three fine guns of heavv caliber! 
The loss of the division in the charge was sev- 
cntv killed and wounded. The great strength 
of Fort McAllister renders its capture by storm a 
feat of arms second to no valorous achieve- 
ment of the war. It was General Hazen's divi- 
sion that bore the brunt of Hardee's attack up- 
on our right at Jonesboro, the day before the 
rebel evacuation of Atlanta, So Its talent for de- 
fense and offence is pretty firmly established. 
Gen. Sherman may be justly proud to say, as 

ie did, in describing tbc assault, "That was 
once mv own division.' 

Sherman's position around savannah. 
General Sherman feelscertain that Savannah 
is his legitimate property, and the position of 
his forces around it at this moment would seem 
fully to justify his anticipations. The main 
body of his army Ls on the west of the citv, 
stretching around it somewhat on the south. 
He has passed a body of infantry north of the 
Savannali river, the only direction of escape for 
the garrison. 

The situation is simply this: 8herman, with 
an army of veterans outnumbering the garrison 
four to'onc, perhaps more, is beleaguering Sa- 
vannah, holding all the railroad communica- 
tions, and has passed a body of troops north of 
the Savannah river, almost " directly in the rear 
of the force which has lieen confronting General 
Foster at Pocotaligo, aud hindered a seizure of 
the Charleston and Savannah Railroad nnrth of 
the river. The only avenue for the garrison to 
escape is over a marshy country, between Fos- 
ter's army, near Pocotaligo, and Sherman's 
force, north of the Savannali river, and It is 
only through this interval (which may kt anv 
moment be closed) that further reinforcements 
or supplies can enter 8avannah. Since the 
war began we have never had such im- 
mense advantages over the garrison of anv 
city in the South. At the very initiation of the 

nvestmcut, we hold all railroads, and have very 
ntarly closed all outlet and inlet. Military 
w l iters wonld call this a fair start. 

The defences ol Savannah consist of inner 
and outer lines, the works on the west and 
south having been built delilierately and with 
care long before the city was seriously endan- 
gered. The outer line is between three and 
four miles from the city, and canDOt be very 
tenaciously held by a garrison so overwhelm- 
ingly outnumbered. The garrison cannot be 
well supplied, for long before Sherman ap- 
proached the city he had cut all its railroads 
except the Gulf line and the Charleston line. 
The former is a branch road, and could con- 
tribute little in men and means, and the capac- 
ity of the latter is limited. 

"The waterbattcrles below Savannali are on 
the south side of the river, and are liable to fall 
as Fort McAllister fell, provided enough firm 
land can be found in the rear of them to permit 
the movement of a suflicicnt body of troops. 

kherman's new base. 
Sherman has now as safe and convenient a 
base of supplies as Grant. Indeed in some re- 
spect he has advantages over the armies on the 
James. Ills supplies asi'end the Ogcechee 

iver a short distance, and reach him after land- 
ing by a few milis transportation over a splen- 
did shell road. His flunks are protected by the 
Savannah river on the left, and theOgecchec on 

he right, while his rear Is approachable only 
through a strip of country south of Millen, 
flanked on both sides by impenetrable swamps. 
Unlimited supplies cau be sent from Port Royal, 
and any number of heavy guns from the same 
well-stocked post. He is five davs from New 
York, three days from Fortress Monroe. Ho is 
in an invigorating winter climate, as von may 
imagine from the fact that I write with my coat 
off and my pocket-handkerchief in easy support- 
ing distance, aud I am thirty miles north of the 
latitude of Savannah. The weather is delici- 
ouslv spring-like; just such a day as you would 
think clever for a Northern June. 

WIIERK CRANT EXI EC'I LD SHLRM AN TO .'OME OUT. 

General Grant and the War Department ex- 
pected Sbuman to reach a sea board base at 
B'tinswlck or Darlen. The rebel press almost 
ui.auiuicufly hit upon the former point. Sher- 
man improved vastly upon all these forecasts, 
and has a base where he prosccntes the siege of 
Savannah with whatever swiftness he may 
choose to employ. 

NO DESIGN TO ATTACK MAI ON OR AUfiUSJTA. 

It Is evident now that Sherman never intended 
to attack Macon or Augusta, and his clever 
strati gy in alarming those towns into collecting 
large garrisons, then isolating them, has ren- 
dered the speedy fall of Savannah much more 
certain. With Savannah in our possession, we 
can reach boldly for either Macon. Charleston, 
or Augusta, though the possession of the first 
place, now that its line of railroad is cut, would 
not be of any advantage. 

THE TROOPS WANT TO CO TO SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Sherman related that during the march he 
was often assailed by g.iod humored requests 
from the ranks to be taken to South Carolina. 
There is a settled conviction in Sherman's vet- 
erans that it is part of their mission to make 
the tour of the hot-beds of treason, and if they 
do w.e fancy the flower-pots will suffer some- 
what. With the talent for desolating a country, 
acquired and acquiring by that army, we are led 
to expect that the next census of the State that 
first fired on the flag now planted again on its 
borders will be very easily taken. It will be 
impossible to restrain the men; and it is almost 
impossible to wish to have them restrained from 
wiping from existence so foul an enemy to the 
Republic. 

THE CONTRAIIANHS. 

General I.ittl^lield has been at Hilton Head 
for several days, charged with organizing the 
negroes accompanying Sherman into regiments 
immediately. It was thought bv the War De 
partment that enough could be rcleaspd by 
Sherman's past and future operations to form 
twenty regiments. 

THE STORIES ABOUT W HEELER AND KILPATRICK 
UNFOUNDED. 

From even' quarter I hear that the rctir l 
stories about Kilpatrick's defeat are false. Ki! 
pMri. k was not wounded, and I cannot ascer 
lain that he even lost his hat — the only trophy 
claimed by the Richmond press from what the 
termed a splendid cavalry victory. I can hear 
of no casualties whatever among officers.

1ST Professor Anderson nnrolled the mummy 
last week before the New York Historical 8ocio 
ty. The sarcophagus was found in 18-12, in the 
house of a peasant living at Gowmee, on the 
banks of the Nile, opposite Thebes. The tomb 
from which it had been taken was visitetl, and 
found to be hewn out of the solid rock. ' From 
the inscriptions, the tomb was supposed to have 
been constructed about the year 1,400, before 
Christ. The inscriptions en the mummy-case 
and coffin had been partially deciphered by Dr. 
Syfar, who thought they indicated that the cof- 
fin contained the remains of a youth known as 
"Kartes the Just," and that the body had been 
deposited there about the year 1,406 B. C. The 
lid of the coffin, whk-h was roughly shaped to 
the human form, and covered with hieroglyph- 
ics, was then removed, and the mummy placed 
on a table on the platform. Dr. Wise, Demon- 
M rator of Anatomy in the New York University, 
proceeded to remove the cerements, which ap- 
peared to be as clean and fresh as If of yester- 
day. The removal of the bandages was a work 
of time. On removing the last envelope, the 
skeleton was discovered in a good state of pres- 
ervation. All the soft parts of the body had 
disappeared, with the exception of a few of the 
ligaments and muscles and a small portion af 
the skin of the hand and legs. The hair and 
nails had disappeared. After a careful investi- 
gation of the remains, Mr. Wise gives it as his 
opinion, from the appearance of the skull, 
thigh bones, jaws, and teeth, that they were 
those of a very old woman, thus showing that 
in this instance the inscription was again at 
fault. 

afjT Mrs. Howe, Boston's best, smartest at 
least, takes revenge on the Atlantic Monthly, 
from whose pages she is now excluded as the 
result of one of those little tea-table misar- 
rangements peculiar to small villages and pro- 
vincial manners, by perpetrating a very sharp 
ciiticism on its December number. Dr. Holmes 
is mercilessly pulled to pieces; he is described as 
a man of conceits and not of poetry: and his 
lines to Bryant arc dissected, and found want- 
ing in sense and rhythm throughout — while, to 
exhibit how amiable one woman can be to an- 
other, Gail Hamilton gets this "setting-out: "

read the Atlantic, but some of its contributors 
furnish stuff which wc cannot consider other 
than detestable. We wish to be warned when 
the "smart young woman" will perform.

SJT A rich mime of nickel and plumbago has 
been discovered in Moiris county, N. J., and is 
afKiut to be worked by New York capitalists. 
The nickel found is said to repay the expense o f 
working the mine, irrespective of other metals 
found in the same bed. In connection with this 
discovery, the Patersonian relates the following 
Incident : 

Some vears since a gentleman ef much scien- 
tific geologic knowledge was strolling on a gun- 
ning excursion over the mountains back of the 
Gi tlie and north of Oldham, when he found 
w hat he said was the blow-out place of a lead 
mine.

Ui atii in the Wall —The People's ,Iour- 
nnl of Health has an article with this fearful 
title, which is an attack on wall paper. The 
writer says : 

A good clean paper is eertainlv more pleasant 
to the eye than a ti-sured aud smutty wall, 
win— e scales of lime arc continually peeling off 
and soiling every garment whieh comes in con- 
tact with it. And if a proper selection is made, 
and there be no other liuing of similar stuff be- 
neath, it is uot only more pleasant to tho scn-e, 
but is almost equal to the whitened wall. But 
here is the difficulty. As a general rule oue 
coat of paper is put on over another, as the last 
gets too much soiled to look well, until several 
layers cover the original surface, thus ofteu pro- 
ducing an actual cause of disease. 

A few years since we occupied a house built 
some twenty years before, in the old English 
style, strong aiid solid, so that it seemed almost 
as good as, or better even, than new. We were 
gravely told that one room in it had seemed to 
be fatal to its occupants, hence for several years 
it had stood vacant. One of the first things 
which received attention was this ill-reputed 
apartment. It was a north room, so situated 
that a few slanting rays of sunlight peered into 
a corner of it for a short time only a portion of 
tb« year, entirely avoiding It for months to- 
gether. Well, here surelv was one cause of its 
unhcalthfnluvia, but not enough. After the cob- 
webs were duly Dr.: shed out we searched fur- 
ther. A good-sized Ore-place and two large 
windows afforded entirely siifficicnt chance for 
ventilation, 60 we could not look there for the 
evil. 

The walls next received attention. They 
were covered with a heavy, velvety green 
paper ; but not only this, for upon peeling 
off a small section with a knife, another 

rccn luM-r was found beneath it, and be- 
neath this another, and yet another. The 
my stery w as solved. The cause of the evil was 
evident". Nothing would have induced ns to 
sleep iu that apartment. None could tell how 
much of the elements of disease that thickly- 
papered wall had retained. None knew how 
much of death there was in the wall! It seemed 
as if it gave out a i>ositivelysickeiilngodornow, 
and its entire removal speedily followed. There- 
after, though not so dc-irabic a.- some others, it 
cons, d to have any hidden dangers or terrors 
lurking to poison the" fountain of life. 

It is a sale rule to choose patterns of wall pa- 
per without green colors, especially those heavy 
greens which so please the eye, for they contain 
an [active poison, inimical to life, and it H al- 
waj s Improper to place one layer of paper over 
another. Better submit to the dirt and anuoy- 
anec of haviug the last aud soiled paper cntlrciy 
removed, than expose yourselves to the chaaces 
of disease aud death through its retention. 



Eogs in Winter. — nens will lav about as 
weil in winter as in summer, if "eiivumslances" 
permit. To produce eggs well, fowls must be 
comfortable, and must haveanlma! food. When 
the ground is open, and worms and insects 
abound, they get their own materials. They 
must have grovel to keep their grist-mills iu 
good working order, and lime to make the 
shells. Sometimes a hen drops a shell-less egg, 
but she ls ashamed of the skinn v, unprotected 
thing, and seldom does it twice. Sometimes she 
will drop an egg where its life is sure to be fro- 
zen out, but her Instinct teaches her better, and 
she stops doing so, if possible. Here Is the 
w hole secret ol having plenty of eggs all win- 
ter; as eggs w ill sell well this" year, "owing to the 
high price ol meats, we advise attention to the 
matter. 

1. Give the fowls some warm, thoroughly 
sheiteted piaee of retreat, and keep It clean. 
Take out all the drippings at least once a 
week; they are excellent guano, worth half the 
coat of the food. 

1. Let them have unfrozen water always ac- 
cix-lble. Semi-fluid eggs cannot be made out 
ul drv grains. 

3. Hens arc not gluttons. Let them have 
gt ain in abundance, and they will cat only what 
they need. 

l" Provide a wide box of gravel, earth, sand, 
ashes, aud old plaster, or finely broken oyster 
shells, for them to roll In and io pick out such 
materials as they require. 

5. Give them two or three times a week, if 
not daily, a moderate supply of fresh meat 
(never any salt). Nothing comes amiss— bits of 
cartilage, intestines, any waste scraps. Theywill 
pick bones very clean. Wedepend upon a cake of 
scraps from the bone or glae boilers. The hard 
6cnip cakes, of fifty to one hundred pounds 
each, which arc sold at three-fourths to one aud 
one-fourth cents a pound, are just the thing. 
This material does not decay, and the hens 
amuse and feed themselves by picking oft little 
bits from time to time. The waste vegetables, 
clippings from cabbages, potato skins, cold 
potatoes left over are relished by the poultry, 
and turned to account. 



runrosrms of the Earth. — In digging at 
the city of Modena in Italy, and about tour 
mills around it, when the workmen arrived at 
the depth of sixty feet they come to a bed of 
chalk, w hich they bore with an augur Ave feet 
deep. They then withdraw from the pit before 
the augur is removed, and upon its extraction 
the water bursts np through the aperture with 
great violence aud quickly lill» this new made 
well, whieh continues full, and is allecled by 
neither rains nor drouths. 

But that which is most rcmarkSblc is, that at 
the depth of fourteen act a:c found the re- 
mains of an ancient city— paved streets, lions,.-., 
floors, and different pieces of mosaic. Uuder- 
matb is a soft earth, made up chiefly of vegeta- 
ble matter, and at twenty-six feet ocep large 
trees entire, such as walnut trees, with walnuts 
still on the stem, aud the leaves and branches 
iu a perfect state of preservation. At lwenl\ - 
eight feet deep a soft chalk is found, mixed w ith 
a vast quantity of shells, and this is eleven feet 
thick. Under it vegetables are found again, 
with leaves and branches of trees as before.

Fr om 
what has occurred in Xhe past few days, it is 
evident that the Governor was slightly mistaken 
in his calculations:

Trnntssrkans: The Confederate army is here 
for tiie purpose of driving the inrader from our 
soil, and relieving yon from the rn>e of the most 
absolute and lawless despotism— planting upon 
the dome of yonr capital the flag of the govern 
ment of your choice, and securing to you the 
protection of law and civil government." 

For near three years the rod of the tyrant bos 
been over you. While the hired minions of a 
wicked despot i«rh have outraged every right, 
laid waste onr farms, burned onr houses, stolen 
our projierty, murdered our citizens in cold 
blood, dragged to loathsome prisons our peo- 
ple, suppressed the freedom of speech and the 
freedom of the press, exacted the most odious 
and disgusting oaths, and heaped every iusnlt 
that malice cotild invent upon our mothers, 
wives, sisters, and daughters; and even now in 
the wantonness of their supposed power, thr-.y 
coolly debate the mode of apportioning our 
lands' between our slaves and their vandal sol- 
diery, whose hands are yet red with the blood 
of our gallant sons. 

We have driven the enemy in confusion to 
your capital, and now stand before the bristling 
fortifications which surround it. He can, must, 
and will be driven from this last stronghold, 
and beyond the limits of onr Slate.

There is not an instance 
in the hlstory'of the world where ten mllHone 
of people, occupying such an area of country, 
with such sol), climate, and resources as ours, 
have been m nejuered.

I trust Iheie is no citizen of Tennessee so lost 
to himself and a i^ojier sense of duty to the 
countrv as not to prefer death In any form to a 
life of dishonor, degradation, and political 
slavery. There can be no end to this struggle 
while there is a hostile foot upon our soil; no 
peace while the arrogance of unlicensed des- 
potism seeks your degradation and enslave- 
ment. The distinct issue is independence or 
annihilation. 

Our glorious old regiments which volunteered 
at the beginning of the war have proudly borne 
the banner of the country over many a hard- 
fought and bloody field, arid added new lustre 
to the high character of the State by their chiv- 
alrous and noble needs of daring; but the hard- 
ships aud exposure of the camp and the casual- 
ties of the field have sadly diminished their 
numbers. They return to you after an absence 
of near three years, with their time-honored, 
w ar-worn, end battle-tattered banners, and ap- 
peal to yon to join them and their gallant com- 
rades from our sister States, and aid in the glo- 
rious work of driving tiie vandals from Tennes- 
see and planting our Mag upon the banks of the 
Ohio.

Full tiles of Richmond papers of Monday, 
Dec. l!)th,and Charleston papers of the 16th, and 
Savannah papers of the 12th, came to hand to- 
night. Their contents, both iu a military and 
civil point oi view, are important. 

The Examiner contains a very gloomy edi- 
torial on the rebel military situation. It says 
Hood has been defeated, and blames Jeff Davis 
for it, and declares that Sherman is successful 
because Beauregard was sent to Georgia with- 
out an army to defeat him. 

The Savannali papers of the 12th 6ay that on 
the two previous days our army on both sides 
iu front of the city was very active. Every- 
thing goes on well, and the inhabitants were iu 
good spirits. 

The Charleston Courlcs of the Kth says that 
disabled soldiers and others report to them that 
cveral charges were made against their lines 
on the Central and Gulf Railroad, about 5 miles 
from Savannah, and that the .assaults were re- 
ulsed in good style. 

It further says that their troops have burned 
Ogcechee bridge, and that this prevented the 
arrival at Savannah of Confederate reinforce- 
ments. 

The Charleston Slercury, of the Cth, says that 
Gtistavus Smith i- posted on the other 6ide of 
the Ogecchee river with eight thousand men. 
The Mercury adds the following: "Sherman 
seems for tho present to have abandoned the 
direct attack on the city, and appears to be at- 
tending to the reduction of the breastworks. 

'Wc regret to announce the fall of Fort Me- 
Alli-ter. That post was carried early yesterday 
by assaults, in which heavy columns of Sher- 
man's best troops participated. It is believed 
that the enemy will next make a desperate at- 
tempt to gain possession of Savannah. 

• The news from above is perfectly authentic, 
ut we have had no details of an assault or of 
casualties. Along the line of the Charleston aud 
Savannali Railroad all was quiet. 

"The enemy still holds his position at Coosa- 
watchie, about three-quarters of a mile from 
the Charleston and Savannah Railroad. His 
batteries continue to shell every passenger 
train. The railroad bridge across the Savannah 
river Ls'not burned, as was reported in the Con- 
federate Cougrc^ on Saturday last."

by General (iraut that any such commissioners 
would be allowed to pass through his lines. 

Foote has retired to private life In disgust. In 
the rebel Senate, while the currency bill was up, 
be withdrew from that body after making a 
frank statement of the situation of the rebellion. 
He said: 

Sir: I beseech honorable gentlemen on this 
last occasion perhaps that I shall have the honor 
of addressing this House, to look with me upon 
t lie present condition of the country before they 
resolve to withhold their support from this meas- 
ure. What is our situaliou? Let us look 
danger In the face and provide for it while it is 
possible to do so. Sir, we are upon the verge 
of ruin. Congress is rapidly abandoning all its 
important powers aud building an irresponsible 
military despotism, the like of which has never 
been seen before upon this earth. The policy 
ol the present House seems to be to crush out 
dissatisfaction by armed violence alone, iu 
miiation of that thorough policy introduced 
ind enforced in England by tho celebrated Earl 
of Stafford, the enforcement of which speedily 
brought Charles I. to the block; but uot before 
Stafford had lost his own head. Ten days hence 
freedom of deliberation will have been effectc- 
..lly extinguished in this body by means which I 
may not specify. The unjust, unwise, and deep- 
ly criminal displacement of the gallant and ef- 
ficient Johnson from command of the Army of 
Tennessee, and the transfer of that army to the 

-ighborhood of Nashville have opened all 
Southern Georgia, 8onth Carolina, and Ala- 
bama to the army of 8herman. Fort McAllister 
1 :. lullcu; Savannah is about to fall; the fate of 
Charleston seems only to bo deferred a few 
i!a\s later; Hood's army has already met 
« ith a great disaster, and in mv judgment is 
fatally compromised. Presidential interference 
is the cause of all the s o dire mischiefs, as it was 
of the result of the unfortunate battle of Mur- 
Ireesboro, and still a more disastrous one at 
Missionary Ridge. Should Hood's army be 
dtetroved] an event which I fear is but too 
probable, and Sherman could come round to 
this vicinitv in ships, which I do not doubt he 
now intends, what will be tho fate of Rich- 
mond. 

New York, Dec. 22. 

The Herald's correspondent in front of Rich- 
mond says it is reported that Lee was wounded 
in front of Petersburg last Saturday, and will 
lie unable to report for duly for some time.

FRIGHTFUL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
LFroin the Detroit Free Proaa, Doc. l'J.j 

A most dreadful accident, attended with loss 
of life, occurred last night, shortly before s 
o'clock, on the Grand Trunk Railroad, about a 
mile and a half west of the Detroit and Mil- 
waukee junction, through a collision between 
the day passenger express west ond a freight 
train going cost. The particulars which have 
been gathered thus far arc nearly as follows: 

The passenger train was behind time, and had 
made all the necessary pauses, according to the 
telegraphic instruction, until it had passed New 
Baltimore station, where, it is said, it had orders 
to pass the freight coing east at the Detroit and 
Milwaukee junction. When it arrived there, 
according to the story of the o|icrator at the 
Giund Trunk jnnctioB, it had orders to proceed 
all right. Under these Instructions it passed 
the junction, when shortly afterwards the engi- 
neer thought he discovered an engine ahead. 
Tbc next moment he heard the whistle to down 
breaks, when Le immediately gave a similar or- 
der aud reversed his engine." There were with 
him in the cab at the time two other persons, 
bedda the fireman. Before they could jump tho 
two engines came crashing together in frightful 
contact, literally making chaos of everything 
connected with both. The engines were dove- 
tailed into each other in an Inseparable manner, 
and the mall and baggage car of the passenger 
train driven partially through the forward pas- 
senger car, thereby causing the frightful catas- 
trophe which followed. 

The passenger train, which consisted of only 
two coaches and a baggage car. was crowded 
with passengers. Both cars were filled to the 
utmost, so much so that scarce eveu standing 
room could be obtained. After the accident, 
those in the forward car, who were not help- 
lessly injured, endeavored to get out as soon as 
possible. It is said, and wc give it upon the 
authority of one of the passengers, that tho 
baggageman, who, it appears, had charge of the 
train— there being no conductor aboard — or 
one of the hrakemen, shut the hind door of the 
cur, aud would not for some time allow the pas- 
ser gcrs egress, stating that there was no danger. 
Immediately after the smash occurred, the 
stoves were upset and the cars took tire. In an 
almost incredible space of time the flamesenvel- 
oped the whole, with the exception of tho last 
cur, and how many perished time alone can tell. 

The flames shot'np in a broad sheet, illumi- 
nating the heavens for miles around. As seen 
from the city, it appeared as though some huge 
bonfire was blazing at the Skating Park. The 
bells sounded the alarm, and the engines turned 
out; but, after proceeding a short distance np 
Woodward avenue, they found that the fire was 
far beyond the city limits, and they returned. 
Various conjectures were rife as to the cause, 
but it was not until after the arrival of some of 
the passengers in the city that the nature of tho 
catastrophe was ascertained. 

After recovering from the shock, those who 
escaped turned their attention to the rescue of 
those in danger, and succeeded in delivering!, 
several from the burning mass. Whilst thus" 
cntmged thev were forced to witness a shrht 
which fairlv curdled the blood in their veins, 
and toward the recital of which the pen denies 
its office The mail agent, George W. Millen, 
from Port Huron, was found to be jammed in 
between the baegage and the forward passenger 
car. His leg was firmly held between two pieces 
of broken timber, and "all efforts to rescue bim 
before the devouring flames cngulphed him in 
their folds proved futile. The most herculean 
efforts to extricate his crushed and bleeding 
limb from its fearful embrace were used, b«t the 
rapidlv spreading Ilames drove thelafeorers from 
their work, and they were forced to witness 
him perish before their eves, his heart-rending 
shrieks piercing their cars for help, until stilled 
amid the smoke aud flames of the devouring 
element. God of Heaven, it was a sickeulng 
sight, and completely enervated the energies of 
those around iu their duty to ot'.iers probably 
equally terribly situated. After the fire had 
burned down, his charred trunk vas. taken from 
tec turns, the head, arms, and legs, completely 
devoured, and the bodv roasted to a cinder. 

As we have stated, it is not known how manv 
pcrsons perished. We can, therefore, only as 
\ et surmise the number saenflcsd to the catas- 
irophc. Some persons working among the 
ruins discovered a portion of a female's hoop 
skirt, and shortly afterwards, the bones a 
human being among the ashe/,. Another per- 
son drew from the ruins a portion of tin bot- 
tom of a silk dress, and & ticket upon which 
was the address, "Miss JIary BoorlJigam, 
Oneida, New York," but whether this be- 
longed to any one who iverished has not yet 
been discovered. It is said that a lady and two 
children were in the cai, who have not turned 
up. and that a physiciau. was in the city await- 
ing the arrival of a sister or some female reia- 
t ive. It is proliable that five or six hwe perished. 
Beyond the melancholy death of Mr. Millca no 
other names have transpired. 

The names of thu wounded, :•"> far as, could 
be ascertained, together with tb» nature of their 
injuries, arc as follows : Mr. Davidson, Ex- 
ptcss Agent, Detroit, head and face, severely; 
a family named Ashley, from North Danforth, 
Mass., consisting; of a mothar, son, aud daugh- 
ter, were all more or less injured The mother 
was very severely cut abort the bead and face, 
and the son. It Is feared. Is injured internally. 
He was completely be ayildcred for some time. 
The daughter, Mary, bad her arm broken and 
her leg 6>-\crely bruised, and appeared to be 
<ntVering intense pa'ai. Thev were on their way 
to Wisconsin, where they intended to settle. 
Mr. ^Yatson, a gentlsman from Canada, In- 
ternally, so b»dly as to be unablo to give an 
account of his resilience and friends; Elienezer 
Taillvard, Mount Clemens, severely about the

The barrenness of mar- 
riages is her next curse; no parents have more 
than two children, the majority have onlv one 
child. Alcohol is another enrse. In a parish 
in the Department of the l»wer Seine, which 
contains; only nine thousand souls (men, wo- 
men, and infants), the annual consumption of 
spirits is iourteen thousand gallons; aud this 
parish is Instanced not as an.exceptional exam- 
p.r, but ns o too frequent case in the provinces, 
in 1K57 there were one hundred and sevouty-six 
lunatics admitted, sixty of whom went mad 
from indulgence In spirits; in IK] there were 
one hundred and seventy-one insane admitted, 
forly-two of wbom were deranged bv ardent 
drinks. Switzerland — sedate, abstcminons, fru- 
gal Switzerland— has-notescaped the plague: in 
the canton of Berne alone there were twenty- 
five times as much brandy consumed in 1»60 as 
in 1811. It is In northern nations the increase 
of the consumption of ardent spirits is especially' 
noticeable. There, even more than In France, 
the evil tells on the population, threatening 
them with rapid decline lij intellect as well as 
in body. Sweden alone consumes very nearly 
two hundred million quarts, of ardent spirits 
annually. It is to America that eyes are turned 
with great apprehension. It ht 'felt In Europe 
that the last four years of war have, in a great 
measure, undone the labors of temperance ad- 
vocates w ho had worked in that cause for fifty 
years post. Life in camps, the anxieties conse- 
quent upon those political and financial throes 
which must ensure after the war ends, it is be- 
lieved, must add to the increased rate of con- 
sumption of ardent spirits which is now taking 
place everywhere. It is believed that the great 
disproportion between males and females which 
has, for some years, been noticed in the New 
England States, will add to this increased con- 
sumption of ardent spirits by an increase of 
various vices, and that, for years to come, the 
New Englaud population will teud to deteri- 
orate.

4sT The policy of paroling rebel soldiers and 
citizens, active sympathizers with the rebellion, 
to go north ol our lines to remain during the 
war, we hare always deprecated, and as time 
more t'ully develops the experiment, wc are 
thoioughly confirmed of its impolicy. Since 
ihe breaking out of the rebellion thousands of 
the enemies of our Government, from Tennessee 
and Kentucky alone, bavo received permission, 
accepted paroles, and executed bonds to go into 
the States beyond the Ohio river, and the leo- 
pard will not change his spots for his remoTal. 
These States have been turned into cities of ref- 
uge for the benefit of Southern traitors— men 
whoee every thought is in sympathy with the 
rebellion, and whose whole emergies are 
devoted to embarrass, and, if possible, 
break down the Federal Government. The 
rebel soldier, after savagely battling against 
the cause of the Union, deserts his command in 
a moment of dissatisfaction, surrenders himself 
to the Federal forces, and is released from cus- 
todv, giving a pledge to remain north of a cer- 
tain boundary adopted by oar Generals as the 
base-line of our military operations. The sol- 
dier deserts the service not because he has 
formed a love for the banner of stripes and stars, 
and liccome attached to the cause of the U nion, 
but to shirk dangers and privations, and to es- 
cape from the tyranny of officers bitterly nated 
by him. Such rebels escape a thraldom, but 
their hearts are with their friends of the South. 
Memory cannot prov« recreant to the loved ones 
and associations of home. Tfcey cannot forget the 
cause in which they enlisted, and for which they 
sternly battled. The North is a place of safe ro- 
ll eat, but their sympathies are with their friends, 
the people of the South. They come intoour lines 
in a destitute condition. When paroled and 
cent to a Northern State they' arc without re- 
sources, without the means to purchase even a 
meal of victuals or to pay for a night's lodging. 
They arc among strangers, a people who have 
a right to look upon them with distrust, and 
they arc dependent altogether upon their own 
cxei lions for support. Their associations in 
the army were not calculated to improve their 
morals and strengthen their belief in the prin- 
ciples of honesty. They led a reckless life in the 
field, and were not overscrupulous in regard to 
appropiiating articles to their use, not strictly 
their own. Fresh from these lessons, and pen- 
niless and homeless in a land of plenty, it would 
indeed be strange if all of their past experience 
and teaching should be forgotten in a moment. 
They are among a people whom thev regard 
as enemies. They have no good name or repu- 
tation to sacrifice, and, in their destitute con- 
dition, are led to embark in some lawless enter- 
prise. They become active workers against the 
Government, a portion of them drifting back 
to the border States and engaging in guerilla 
warfare, while the others become dangerous 
plotters in our large cities and on the Canada 
border. They 6warm on the shores of our 
great lakes, and the citizens of that region arc 
kept in a state of constant alarm by threatened 
piratical raids. In our Eastern cities they are 
secretly banded together and are prepared to 
engage in any work of destruction. They are 
dangerous enemies to the peace of our country, 
and strong and desperate allies of the rebel 
Government. Their secret plottings create 
more excitement in the North, and awaken 
more apprehensions than the combined power 
of the Confederate armies. 

The citizens from the Southern States, who 
were violent secessionists in the beginning, and 
who did much to array the South against the 
North, as our lines advanced southward have 
been permitted to seek an asylum in the North. 
Many of them are men of great wealth with 
their fortunes secured in foreign banks. They 
were too shrewd to invest in Confederate bonds, 
yet in aivch and itiftuenw were violent sup- 
l^wiers of tti» rebellion. They were and con- 
tinue to be sent North, and are allowed to en- 
joy the freedom and >ieBeflts of a Government 
that they have labored so hard to destroy. But 
little restraint is placed upon their actions, and 
they become, if possible, more dangerous ene- 
mies of the Union cause than the" rebel deser- 
ters. They baud together in the great metrop- 
olis and with their great wealth make every 
endeavor to cripple the finances of the Govern- 
ment. They are the originators of piratic*} 
scheme*, and are closely allied with the rebel" 1 
deserters, who put their plans into execution. 
They orenly express their hostility to the Gov- 
ernment, and secretly plot for its ruin. One 
scheme is hardly exploded before birth Is given 
to another. The property of our Northern peo- 
ple is constantly threatened and the peace of 
communities endangered. The rebels in the 
North occupy positions to render far more aid 
to their cause than they could If they were iu 
places of power in the Confederacy, and yeti 
through the policy of paroling such active sym- 
pathizers and deserters, accessions are daily be- 
ing made to their numbers. Experience has 
demonstrated that the policy is WTOng, and the 
evil should promptly be checked. We have 
worked long for the interests of the rebellion by 
acting on a mistaken Let the actr. 

pathizers be sent into Wnfcderate lines. They 
can do far less damage there than they can iu 
the North, unfettered as they are iu their opera- 
tions. Let the deserters be held as prisoners. 
It will prove less expensive to feed and clothe 
them in coniincmcnt than it will to arm 
forces to watch them in their freedom, and 
guard our property against their vandal raids. 
Prison air will prove beneficial to them. They 
will have a chance to reflect upon their past 
errors, and learn to respect the power a of great 
and free government. They will have a chance 
S| improve their moral condition— to grow more 
onest and learn to respect law and justice, and ■ 
o forget the carelessness and recklessness of 
ife as moulded by the circumstances that sur- 
lound a soldier in an open campaign in the field. 
When the war is finished and our flag floats 
triumphantly over every city In the South, then 
we can release them from their prisons, and send 
them, penitents, back to their homes, rendered 
wiser, and, let us hope, better men by the strug- 
gle

Ijjj-Tbe Superintendent of Public Printing 
has informed the Ways and Means Committee 
that a deficiency of half a million dollars exists 
in the appropriation for purchase of paper for 
the Government printing offices. When the 
last appropriation was made, the contract price 
for book paper was eighteen cents per pound, 
and the estimates were made upon that basis; 
but Congress permitted a heavy duty to remain 
on imported raper, whereupon the paper-makers 
entered into a combination and raised the price 
of paper to the amount of the duty. Govern- 
ment is now paying thirty-one to thirty-seven 
tents per pound for what previously cost eigh- 
teen to twenty-one cents, hence the deficit of 
half a million. The Treasury receives no reve- 
nue, as no paper is imported, and it pays out 
half a million by its own prohibitory legisla- 
tion. 

^jj-I.ast Wednesday, the 21st, was the two 
hundred and forty-fourth anniversary of the 
landing of the Pilgrims. The State of Massa- 
chusetts ought to pass a law to change the timo 
of the celebration to a more pleasant season of 
the veav. When the felloes meet at the hub, 
attention should be directed to this particular 
subject.

uene'e there, has had his ding arrested by death. 



(sTThe Provost Marsha! and the BoirJ of 
Enrolment of the Fifth Congressional District 
of Kentucky desire to have the co-operation of 
all citizens in perfecting the lists of enrolment. 
We have heretofore given the reasons for striking 
the names off the lists, but we will repeat them: 
■Menage, non-residence, under age of twenty or 
ever forty-five, manifest physical inability and 
the payment of commutation money last spring. 
Another important correction should be made: 
to see that all legal subjects for enrolment, 
who, by some oversight, have not been enrolled, 
should be reported to the Board. The lists of 
enrolled men will be placed at the headquarters 
of the Board at an early date, when they can be 
examined by all persons who may not be subject 
to enrolment, and by all who are interested in 
having a complete and accurate list made out. 
This is the only way to form a true basis for a 
eoiTect quota and a fair draft. The corrections 
arc to be completed by the 31st inst., and due 
notice will be given when the lists are ready for 
further Inspection. It is not, however, neces- 
sary for the people to await the inspection 
of the lists, for all who have reason to know 
that they are improperly enrolled for the causes 
named above, and all who suspect that any 
legal subjects for enrolment have been omitted 
from the lists, can prepare proof and leave it 
at the Headquarters of the Board, where daily 
sessions are held. 

In connection with this subject, it is very Im- 
portant to call attention to Mr. James P. Flint's 
Circular, the Commissioner and Agent for Ken- 
tucky, by appointment under Governor Bram- 
lette, to ascertain how many slaves have been 
received into the military service of the Federal 
Government. Every one of these slaves if they 
can be traced, will be placed on the quota. 
A card from Colonel Peuncbaker, the Ken- 
tucky Claim Agent, resident at Washing- 
ton, published in the early part of the week, 
speaks of all agents in the State as acting 
without authority. He Is mistaken, for Mr. 
Flint holds a commission from Gov. Brauilette, 
and Mr. Flint has appointed bis agents, and they 
can trace up the slaves and procure the certifi- 
cate of muster, which is necessary to go before 
the Federal Commissioner to be hereafter ap- 
pointed, upon which to base a claim; these cer- 
tificates will not entitle the holders to pay, but 
are the best and original evidence that the slave 
has been mustered into the Federal service. We 
fear that it is too late under this call to obtain 
many credits on our quota from the careless and 
reckless manner in which unprincipled men 
have tampered with our slaves — such men as 
Captain Tubbs, who encouraged runaways, 
formed camps in Kentucky for black recruits, 
and then run them over the Ohio river amd sold 
them as substitutes. But a good deal of work 
can be done In eight or ten days, if diligence is 
nscd; and if committees of citizens in each 
Ward, could be appointed to rectify the enrol- 
ments, much good might be accomplished. 

SsTWinter is upon us. We have cold winds 
from the north, and the earth is mantled with 
a drapery of snow. The leaden clouds drift sul- 
lenly in the cheerless sky, and the frozen ground 
and biting air all speak of stern winter's reign. 
Wc who possess comfortable homes, sit in our 
snug, warm rooms, gaze into the bright, glow- 
ing grates, and are lost in pleasant reveries. 
The frost may sting, the winds moan and 
whistle through the streets, the coals are heaped 
in a mass of life and warmth, and as we peer 
into the brightness, pleasant thoughts come to 
us, we arc lost in day dreams and memories of 
the past; we are sheltered from the rude blasts, 
but in our own happy luxury wc should not 
forget the unfortunate poor. The storms of 
winter bring no cheer to their hearths; to them 
there is no music in tho howling of the winds; 
the blasts sweep rudely about their humble 
homes and chill their thin, clad forms. No 
glowing fires burn in their grates, but shiver- 
ing, they hover around a smouldering heap; 
benumbed with cold they sit down to a 
scanty meal, or perhaps feel the • gnaw- 
ing of hunger. The storms of winter 
bring no sunshine to the hearths of these 
losely homes. We should not be un- 
mindful of them; we should arouse ourselves 
from our dreams and make comfortable the 
poor beings less fortunate than ourselves. The 
widowed mother who toils in the long hours of 
night by the feeble glare of a rude lamp and 
hears her numbed children cry for bread, perhaps 
weeps for an absent form— a husband — who 
sleeps in a soldier's grave. Here are faces 
marked with youth and pale with sorrow— refu- 
gees from their homes in the sunny South, 
growing thinner day by day, and bitterly mourn 
their sad misfortunes. Pleasant homes and 
hecrful firesides once were theirs, but rebcllionc 
fomented bv wicked men, deprived them of all, 
and now they hunger and shiver in the storm, 
penniless wanderers in a land where everything 
is 6trangc to them. The picture is more dark 
from the contrast with the bright colors of the 
past. Do not dream while they suffor. Approach 
them with an open hand, a generous smile, 
airt words of sympathy, and lift the heavy 
burdens from their hearts. That tottering gray- 
haircd man has seen better days; youth, hope, 
and fiicnds have fled, and, helpless in his old 
days, he feels the strong hand of poverty, and 
is powerless to shake it off. Da not let him 
hunger and shiver in the cold. Relieve his 
wants, and let him see the sunshine again before 
he closes his eyes in death; do not let him pass 
from earth with that tale of woe and dark despair 
banging upon his trembling Hps. Be kind to 
fhe poor; let our citizens arouse themselves, go 
earnestly to work to make less dark and cheer- 
less the humble homes of the suffering poor and 
all the refugee asylums. God will smile upon 
the work, and the benefits which you confer upon 
the destitute will be blessings to your own 
hearts — you will have cutertained angels una- 
wares. 

®-While the Danish question was still de- 
bated in England, many hints were given by 
the press that the singular reluctance of the 
ministry to follow the strong public opinion of 
the day was owing to the influenco of the Queen, 
whose sympathies were strongly German. This 
suspicion gave a little acerbity to the criticisms 
on Her Majesty's continued seclusion for so 
long a time after the death of her husband, and 
gave some point to hints of estrangement be- 
tween her and the Prince of Wales, whose predi- 
lections are Danish, and of the possible forma- 
tion of a factk^ in his favor. These matters 
supplied material for some time for the gossip- 
ing correspondents, and were worked up with 
some interest, until at last the Manchester Ex- 
aminer and Times declared its fear that "there 
exists somewhere au infamous plot to render 
the Queen unpopular." With these prefatory 
remarks, the Boston Advertiser says it has re- 
ceived a pamphlet entitled "Remarks on certain 
Anonjmous Articles designed to render Queen 
Victoria unpopular, with an exposure of their 
authorship." The articles in question are two 
or three from the London Review, some letters 
in the Manchester Examiner and Times, some 
letters In the London Star, and one or two in 
Harpers' Weekly, all of which comment upon 
or relate to reports circulated as above stated. 
The author of these articles is declared by the 
pamphleteer to be no other than Mr. John 
Bright, and he argues this point through ninety- 
pages of ingenious reasoning, not too close, 
and by no means convincing. Our Boston con- 
temporary say6 a great deal of the writer's 
argument depends on the supposed similarity 
of language between Mr. Bright 's speeches and 
the anonymous articles. To prove the writer 
he makes a selection of about forty words 
which he finds in the latter, and then shows 
in Mr. Bright's speeches from 1*15 to 1864, 
he has used the same words, sometimes 
once and sometimes more than once. The 
words selected are such as "admirable," "au- 
dacious," "contempt," "fully." "profound,'' 
"sacred," "sympathy," and so on, all 
being words so common that if anything were 
to be concluded from the occasional use of them 
even in a shorter period than twenty years, no 
English writer or speaker should feel safe. The 
crowning example appears to be the use of the 
phrase "indomitable pluck" in two different 
papers in the same week, an example which we 
suspect needs no comment. The author of the 
pamphlet says that he has sent a copy with his 
name to Mr. Bright, and invites him to dis- 
prove its inferences: 

To that Hiproof we invite him; but not to a 
denial; for denial is swept away before a crash- 
ing ttoim of facts. 

To this invitation to take the defensive and to 
prove a negative it seems that Mr. Bright has 
made no answer. That such an invitation 
should be ignored by any man of sense will sur- 
prise nobody unless it be the pamphleteer. The 
old affair of Mr. Bright with thecditor of the Lon- 
don Times, Mr. Delane, is referred to iu this 
matter, and has something to do with the attack 
on the former. How much, we are unable to judge.

savs it is understood at \Va=hington that the 
revocation of General Dix's order by the Presi- 
dent was induced by official assurances from 
the Canadian authorities that every possible 
effort should be made to bring the Si. Allans, 
raiders to justice, and that such measures should 
be taken as would prevent any similar demon- 
stration in future, and promises to keep rebel 
refugees under strict surveillance hereafter. 
This would be a reason for withdrawiug the 
Order of General Dix, not for expressing disap- J 
proval of it. And that such alleged reason has I 
little foundation is very evident from the fact 
that Mr. Seward issues an order requiring pass- 
ports of all persons coming into the country 
from abroad, and especially from the Britten 
provinces. If a repetition of the St. Albans 
demonstration is to be "prevented," and if 
rebel refugees are to be kept under strict sur- 
veillance, there is little need of resorting to the 
oppressive restrictions of a passport system, 
which will bear heavily upon the large number 
of persons who, for commercial purposes, or" 
on missions of friendship, arc constantly pass- 
ing across the border. The President and Sec- 
retary of State could learn a lessoa of pluck 
from Gen. Dix, and whatever might be the result 
of carrying out the terms of his order, they 
may rest assured they would be sustained by 
the people, who are quite ready to prick this 
bubble of British neutrality. Only last Friday, 
the New York Times showed conclusively that 
wc were never in a better condition to go to war 
w ith England. We have no commerce, and she 
has a large commerce. We are fast occupying 
the entire coast, and have an immense navy to 
spare. The British navy is a pasteboard sham, 
and could be sent to tho bottom in fifteen min- 
utes. The British army is on the other side of 
the world, &c, &c. By such statements as 
these, tho Times demonstrated our ability to 
whip Great Britain and all creation, and con- 
duct our own civil war besides. 



<jTThe proposed tax on -leaf tobacco has 
created much excitement among the producers, 
as it would be killing the goose for the goldcu 
egg. Colonel L. J. Bradford, the President of 
the Kentucky State Agricultural Society and 
chairman of its Exeeutive Committee, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the non. Robert Mallory, 
which we are permitted to publish. The argu- 
ments seem to be irresistible.-

Hox. Roi-.krt Mai.i-ORY — Itenr Sir: I have 
received letters from all parts of the State, pro- 
testing against the taxing of leaf tobacco. It 
will cost the Government a large sum of monev 
to change the plan of collecting on leaf. Let 
the tax on all smoking tobacco made purelv 
from stems be ruAiced to 10c; on smoking to- 
bacco made frrflw leaf be reduced to 15c; and 
on fine smoking, that is now paying 35c tax, be 
reduced to 25c. Fins-cut chewing and plug 
tobacco can bear the present tax much better 
than smoking, and should not be increased, but 
reduced, if possible. The practical working of 
the last tax law upon tobacco has demonstrated 
the fact that tobacco as well as other things may 
be over-taxed, and that instead of an increase of 
revenue to the Governmeut from that source, it 
has largely diminished since last July. If the 
Government changes the tax from "manufac- 
turtd to leaf, the result will be, manufacturers 
and dealers will make all the money while the 
growers of tobacco will be the losers. 

Your people are deeply interested in the 
growth of tobacco. I hope you will use vour 
influence against any tax oil leaf. Our State 
Agricultural Society meet in a few days, and I 
w ill send you a full report of the action they 
may take upon the subject of a change in tax 
upon tobacco at my earliest possible convenience 
thereafter.

0"An order has been issued by the State De- 
partment, requiring passports from all travel- 
lers excepting immigrant passengers, directly 
entering the United States from foreign coun- 
tries. If a citizen, the passport must be ob- 
tained from the State Department, or from some 
United States minister or consul abroad; if an 
alien, from the competent authority of his own 
country, to he countersigned by a diplomatic 
agent or consul of the United States. This 
regulation is intended especially for persons 
proposing to come to the United States from 
the British Provinces.

After the 1st of January they will collect for 
subscriptions, weekly or monthly, as may be 
agreed upon. 

Oi-kiiations ok Gkx. Lyon. — A courier ar- 
rived in this city late last evening from Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., with despatches from Generals 
Thomas and Ewing. From him we gather the 
follow ing facts: 

On Sunday Lyon entered nopkinsvUle and 
burned the court-house. 

He was afterwards attacked by Col. Granger 
with a Federal force, and severely punished. 
Forty of his men were captured, and he was so 
hard pressed that he had to give up his con- 
scripts, who were retuimn'* to their homes. 

It is believed the whole of Lyon's forces 
would have been captured had not night inter- 
posed, under cover of which he hastily retreat- 
ed toward Green river, which he crossed ou 
Monday at Ashbysburg, burning the ferryboats 
behind him, and thus delaying pursuit. 

His troops, who numbered nine hundred, 
were throwing away their arms and accoutre- 
ments, in order to ' expedite their escape from 
the sword of the avenger. 

He is said to have also burned the Court- 
house at Madisonville. The latter not certain. 

From the direction taken by Lyon he will 
probably ttrike the river about Owcnsboro, 
which place is garrisoned by a considerable 
force of colored troops, and if closely pursued 
he will not have time to reduce the place. 

From certain dispositions of troops already 
made in Kentucky, of which we have knowl- 
edge, we arc of the opinion that Lyon and his 
whole band will be captured.

His force is nearer three thousand 
than nine hundred. 

Lyon is not ubiquitous. He cannot head a 
column for the Ohio and one for the Cumber- 
land at the same time. Owcnsboro and Eddy- 
Ijl'c are nearly in opposite directions from 
I Uiubville. Olllcial Information locates Lyon, 
Sfith his force, on the banks of the Cumberland; 
therefore he cannot be marching on Owcnsboro. 
A report, which the military authorities here do 
not credit, says, that, in the light at Hopkins- 
ville, a regiment of Lyon's command, claimed 
to number live hundred men, was cut off from 
tke main force, and is retreating toward the 
Ohio river, with the intention, as it is presumed, 
of effecting a junction with Major Walker Tay- 
lor's outlaw band. If Owensboro and Evans- 
ville apprehend a rebel raid, the danger is from 
this detachment, and not from Lyon, at the 
head of his brigade. When the truth is known 
it is our impression that the five hundred will 
have dwindled into a much smaller number — 
perhaps not more than City or sixty men. Gen. 
McCook is pressing Lyon, and, if he does not 
devise some means to cross the Cumberland 
river, his entire command cannot escape cap- 
ture. .

The Fii HTiNr, at Mt rkreesroro — Reports 
have been as "thick as blackberries in summer" 
in regard to heavy fighting and terrible slaugh- 
ter at Mnrfrrcsboro during the time Hood's 
army was in front of Nashville. A citizen of 
Murfreesboro informs the Nashville Dispatch 
that the figlitirnr at or near that plnce was little 
more than heavy skirmishing. This was kept 
up for about ten days, more or less every day, 
and the evident object of the rebels was to 
keep the garrison at Murfreesboro from joining 
Thomas or falling upon the rear of Hood; and 
also to prevent them from foraging. In this 
way a great deal of skirmishing occurred at va- 
rious places around Murfreesboro. The gentle- 
man did not know the extent of the losses on 
either side. There were a considerable number 
of Federals wounded, and a few killed. The 
rebel wounded were generally carried off, and 
their dead buried, so that no estimate of their 
loss could be made. 

Among the rebel killed is recollected the name 
of CoL Holman, of Lincoln county. He was 
killed In a skirmish between the Salem and 
Shelbyvillc pikes, about six mile3 from Mur- 
freesboro, and was brought into town and 
buried. He was a young man between twenty- 
five and thirty years of age. 

On Thursday last, the 15th inst., the rebels 
captured a train of nine cars on the Nasville 
and Chattanooga Railroad, five miles south of 
Murfreesboro, loaded with stores and ammuni- 
tion sent down from Stevenson for the garrison 
at Murfreesboro. They killed and wonnded a 
number of soldiers, and raptured about two 
hundred and fifty with this train. They then 
burned the cars and destroyed the locomotive 
Gen. Bate attacked the fortifications at Mur- 
freesboro, but it is thought it was more a feint 
than anything else. He was *oon driven off, 
but with what loss was not known, and if he had 
any killed and wounded they were carried off. 
^Thc gentleman states that no artillery wai 
captured from the rebels. He also states that 
Forrest, who was reported to have been killed 
in Murfreesboro, was not in that town during 
the siege. It was understood that Forrest had 
his headquarters at Forest Hill. 

Three or four block-houses on the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Railroad, between Murfrees- 
boro and Nashville, are reported to have been 
captured by the rebels, and considerable dam- 
age was done to the track of the road, but this 
will soon be repaired. Up to last Thursday, the 
road between Stevenson and a point five miles 
south of M'trfrecsboro was intact, and has 
probably not since been injnred.

LETTER FROM BATON ROUGE. 

Baton Rouge, Dec. 9, 18G4. 

Cold as Arctic Regions.— Wc have already 
had twenty -four hours continuous rain, accom- 
panied by a keen, piercing wind, pcuetratiug 
every hole and corner, and causing a brisk de- 
mand for hot Irish whiskey-toddies, egg-nogs, 
and other beverages that infuse warmth to tbe 
inner man. The demand is likely to continue, 
as there is no present appearance of a change. 

Steamboats track the river with light up-lrips 
and empty down ones. The Beu Franklin a|>- 
pears to be the only steamboat doing anything 
whatever. 

Guerillas and bushwhackers have a dull, un- 
comfortable time of it about here; they occa- 
sionally make a detour in the vicinity, but keep 
a respectful distance. The other day they made 
a raid upon the outbuildings of Granville M. 
Pierce, four miles from Baton Rouge, and de- 
stroyed a large amount of property by fire. 
Major Ciaybourn, of the 12th Illinois cavalry 
volunteers, commanding cavalry at Baton 
Rouge post, gave fifty rebels a good chase 
Wednesday last. They* were commanded by 
the rebel Lieut. Reynolds, but flew before the 
gallant Major, who pursued them over ten 
miles. The Major Is keeping a sharp lookout 
for these bushwhackers, and will play havoc 
with tbcm before many days pass away. 

Scott's Cotton Okoek. — Colonel Scott re- 
cently Issued an order at his headquarters at 
Clinton, La., threatening one huudred lashes to 
those people bringing cotton toward the Fed- 
eral lines. Perhaps a few dollars will save the 
whip, and close all rebel eyes to its passage this 
way. 

Provost Marshal. — Captain Bradcn, 10th 
Kentucky volunteers, takes the honorable posi- 
tion of Provost Marshal of Orleans. The Cap- 
tain's departure is deeply regretted by hi; circle 
of acquaintances. He acquitted himself hon- 
orably here, and we believe he will be duly ap- 
preciated aa a gentleman and officer in the 
C]ueen City. Captain George E. Smith succeeds 
to the cilice, and is a wormy successor to the 
above gentleman. 

Attbmitkd Mt RDErt. — Whilst Captain White- 
house (officer of the day) was on duty last Fri- 
day night on the levee, a soldier shut at him, 
being within a few feet of the Captain. Fortu- 
nately the shot missed the object. The Captain 
followed the scoundrel and delivered two balls 
at the would-be assassin, one of them passing 
through the side of his chest, thus turning tbe 
tables. 

Colonel Landram, 19th Kentucky volunteers, 
commands the post and district. "This month, 
we believe, bis regiment completes the term of 
its service. We regret much the approaching 
period that he and his regiment depart from us. 
Old Kentucky, its milk, and noble sons have 
the general respect of us all, and particularly 
the respected Colonel and his command. 

Wont Murder —On Friday evening last, at 
9 o'clock, Lurkin W. Ray and Lewis Roach, of 
company C. 7th Kentucky volunteers, entered 
tbe Sun Billiard Saloon under pretence of being 
of the Provost Guard, and wilfully shot Surgeon 
W. K. Sadler, 10th Keotuckv volunteers. Sur- 
geon-in-chief ot the District of Baton Rouge and 
Port Hudson. 

Surgeon Sadler joined the 19th Kentucky vol- 
unteers at Cumberland Gap in 1862, and shared 
the fortunes of that gallant regiment in the 
memorable retreat from tbe Gap, and through 
the Vicksburg, Texas, and Red river campaigns. 
At the battle ol Cross Roads, La., April 8, 1864, 
he was taken prisoner, refusing to leave his 
wounded men and make his escape. Soon after 
his exchange, he was announced as chief medi- 
cal officer upon the staff of Gen Benton, which 
position he held until his melancholy death. 

The culprits are now under trial by courts- 
martial. We understand a difficulty arose be- 
tween them and another party. Lieut. Roberts, 
2d Louisiana, being present, ordered these men to 
camp, they being intoxicated at the time. They 
ultimately returned with their rifles, and mis- 
takiug Dr. Sadler for the object of their search, 
shot him through the body, and In a few 
minutes the spirit fled. 

Tbe following day the body was placed In a 
metallic coffin, and on Sunday last military 
honors were given to the remains before being 
forwarded to the North for burial.

For the information of the Committees, the 
following suggestions are made: 

L Whenever a name appears which is known 
to he ficticious, or the person indicated is dead, 
or has removed, notice of the same should at 
once be given to the Board of Enrolment. 

II. Whenever can«e of exemption exists for 
any reason, notice should be given to the Pro- 
vost Marshal of the District, or the Board of 
Enrolment, by the exempt person himself, that 
the name may be stricken from the roll. 

The following are the recognized causes of 
exemption: 

1. Over 45 years of age. 

2. Under 20 years of age. 

8. Being an alien, and never having Toted. 

4. Having furnished a substitute in anticipa- 
tien of the draft. 

5. Having been drafted and furnished a sub- 
stitute. 

6. Having been drafted and paid commuta- 
tion. 

7. Having been drafted and received a certifi- 
cate o( permanent physical disability. 

8. Being permanently physically "disqualified 
'.'. Having served two years in the army or 

navy during the prescut war, and been honora- 
bly discharged. 

Let no one say, who may come under any of 
the above causes of exemption, that, because be 
is not liable, he will not attend to having his 
name stricken off. We say to such: You owe it 
to your neighbors, to the citizens, and vour 
family, as well as yourself, to see that your 
name is striekan off if it appears on the roll, for 
do you not make the chances greater against 
those liable, and subject yourself to summons 
from the Provost Marshal should voube drafted, 
aud thereby subject yourself to all the prelimi- 
nary delays and annoyances of persons liable, 
as well as making the quota greater than it 
should be? 

As this is intended to bring about an effort to 
correct and not increase the enrolment, it Is to 
the interest of every person to aid the Commit- 
tee and co-laborers in their work. 

The Government offielals have evinced a dis- 
position to afford you every facilitv to attain the 
object in view. If, therefore, through the indis 
position audapatbvof the public who arc most 
concerned, this effort to correct tbe enrolment 
prove abortive, and further excessive quotas are 
demanded of us liecause of the incorrectness of 
the enrolment, the people of this city and coun- 
ty will be themselves responsible, and they will 
have none but themselves to blame.

Washington, Dec. 22. 

IIOCSE. 

On motion of Mr. Eliot, it was resolved that 
the Secretary of War be directed to communi- 
cate, if not inconsistent with the public inter- 
ests, the report of Gen. Canbv concerning the 
purchaf e by the United States of products of 
the States declared to be in insurrection. 

There not being a quorum present, the House 
was called to obtain one. One less than a 
quorum answered to their names. 

Mr. Stevens said it seemed unkind, after a 
holiday of two weeks from to-day had been 
voted, that members snould now absent them- 
selves. 

Mr. Farnsworth remarked that the House 
yesterday refused to concur in the suggestion 
that there should be no business transacted to- 
day, and yet the members Lad gone home, thus 
preventing the transaction of business. 

It was subsequently ascertained that some of 
the members had retired, thus leaving the 
House six less than a quorum. At half-p i«t 
one o'clock P. M. the Houec adjourned till Jan- 
uary 5. 

Nkw York, Dec. 22. 

The Herald has details of Sherman's grand 
march through Georgia. His armv moved 
three hundred miles, devastating forty-two 
counties, and capturing four thousand prisoners, 
ten thousand negroes, lilteen thousand horses, 
and thirty pieces of artillery. He lost not a 
gun, and our entire casualties were only about 
five hundred prisoners from straggling, and 
from three to four hundred killed and wounded, 
including the loss at Fort McAllister. 

Kilnatrick defeated Wheeler in a skirmish 
near Macon, and could have easily taken the 
citv bad Sherman desired it. 

The rebel resistance at Oconee bridge caused 
but It few hours delay. 

At Griswoldvillo, where the rebel, are report- 
ed as having repulsed us, Wolcotl's brigade, of 
the 15th corps, defeated three rebel brigades 
under General Phillips. Wc lost onlv thirty- 
seven men, and the rebels lost nearly four hun- 
dred. The rebel militia stood fifteen minutes, 
though tbe battle lasted four hours. Our forces 
were constantly engaged in following up the 
flying rebels, for there woo not n serious battle 
dining the whole march. Our cavalry was not 
at any time repulsed, nor was Kilpatrick hurt. 
He had several small lights, but he still wears 
the same hat with which he started from At- 
lanta. 

Washington, Dec. 22. 
The Government has received despatches 
from Gen. Thomas, dated Nashville, Dec. 21st, 
announcing tbe report that Gen. McCook had 
overtaken the rebel Gen. Lyons on the 17th, at 
Ashbridge, In McLean county, Ky., and, after a 
sharp battle, defeated and routed him, killing 
a number of his men, and capturing one piece 
of artillery. Gen. Thomas also announces that a 
portion of Lvons's rebel forces were attacked, 
dclcated, and routed at Hopkinsville, Kv., oh 
the 18tb. 

The Navy Department has received news of 
the capture of the schooner Madeira in Massa- 
chusetts Sound on the 8lh. The Madeira was 
loaded with 105 bales of cotton. 

Admiral Stribling, commanding the East 
Gulf Blockading Squadron, reports from Key- 
West the capture of a British schooner on the 
10th. with 78 bales of cotton, and the schooner 
Peep-o'day. 

The Postmaster-General ha* issued u order 
to Postmasters, directing all mails for t>herni.iu 
lo be sent by way of New York. 

Cairo, Dec. 22. 

The steamer Pauline, from New Orleans the 
15th, anived with a few bales of cotton. 

The steam transport Clinton, from Galveston 
the 12th, arrived at New Orleans with 342 ex- 
changed prisoners from Camp Grace, Texas, 
who were In a most deplorable condition. 
They have been supplied with the necessary ar- 
ticles for their comfort by the Sanitary Com- 
mission. 

A late Matnmoras paper states that reinforce- 
ments had arrived at Brazos Santiago, swelling 
our forces there to 2,000, 1,500 of whom are ne- 
groes. 

The rebels make frequent sallies from Browns- 
ville, which Is not foriilicd, and have numerous 
skirmishes with the Federal troops. There Is 
no change in the markets. 

Nashvii.i.k, Dec. 22 

No official reports from the army. At last ac- 
count* Gen. Thomas was at Columbia. A por- 
tion of the rebel force had crossed the river, 
and were proceeding southward. The entire 
country about Nashville Is tilled with deserters 
irom the rebel army, many of whom are con- 
stantly coming in, vobvitarily or otherwise. 

The report that Hood had crossed Duck riv- 
er, with sixty-two piece* of artillery, is untnio. 
His artillery was mostly lost between Franklin 
anil tbe buttles before Nashville, and the num- 
ber of pieces lelt him on the retreat must have 
been few. 

nood's army is reported by deserters and 
prisoners as in a deplorable condition, and Its 
utter extermination U probable. 

The weather has been very cold siuce last 
night. River seventeen feet, and rising. 

Cairo, Dae. 22. 

The steamer Henri- Ames, from New Orleans 
on the llih, has arrived. Cotton unchanged, 
with little inquiry. 

Tbe steamer Marble City, from Memphis, 
brings 380 bales of cotton. 

The Memphis Bulletin savs the recent order 
respecting cotton had an enlivening effect on 
business iu that city, and that the cotton trade 
will be prosecuted energetically. The Govern- 
ment purchasing-agent there has had two huu- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars placed to his 
credit. Five hundred bales have already arrived 
by steamer from below, and large amouuts are 
awaiting shipment. Large quantities are also 
awaiting beyond our lines the issuance of the 
necessary orders to bring it to Memphis. 

Washington, Dec. 22. 

Colonel Markland, 8pceial Agent of the Post- 
ollicc Department, reports that mails were 
landed, aud during the evening of the lb'tu 
were distributed to the army of Gen. Shermau. 
In half an hour be sold two thousand one hun- 
dred dollars worth of stamps, and could, if be 
had had them, sold double that amount. He 
brought with him upward of ten thousand sol- 
diers letters, which have beeu mailed here to 
their respective addresses. The army is in ex- 
cellent spirits, and the military condition never 
better. 

Boston, Dec. 22. 

A collision took place on the Cheshire Kail- 
road lost night, about three miles above Keenc. 
A passenger-train was run Into by a wood train, 
and it is reported that several passengers in the 
rear-cars were injured, and a lady and two chil- 
dren killed. The train was impeied by 
snow, and stopped for water, and the thick 
snow-storm prevented the following wood-train 
from seeing the signals made for it to stop. 

Ai.iianv, Dec. 22. 

The snow-storm which set in yesterday con- 
tinued the greater part of last night and to-day. 
The snow is from eight to ten inches deep on a 
level. There has been a strong wind all day 
from the northwest, driving the snow badly. 
Trains on the Central and other roods arc from 
two to six hours behind time.

At the 
petroleum board there was considerable ac- 
tivity in Germanla. 

Gold opened steady anel closed lower. Money 
shows an increasing stringency. Call loans are 
quoted generally at 7 per cent.

The Times has a statement concerning the St. 
Albans raiders that Portcrtield, the Southern 
agent, w as introduced to Lamothe, Chief of 
Police, by Geo. N. Sanders. The conspirators, 
knowing what Judge Coursel's decision would 
be, were for giving up the moncv. While Por- 
tcrtield was under examination". Lamothe re- 
signed, hoping to stop the investigation, but he 
did not succeed. The raiders offered bonds for 
the payment of the monev, if ordered bv the 
judgment of the Court. Our counsel refused to 
compromise, anil demanded everv dollar of the 
stolen money. The Canadian Government will 
fully compensate the bonds. The court is to bo 
dismissed 

A private letter from New Orleans savs there 
are $2,000,000 worth of cotton stored in the in- 
terior of Mississippi, within the lines, bought 
up by men inside of our lines, iu some coses as 
low as two cents per pound; transportation at 
Lite risk of the speculator*. 

A Nashville special learns from good author- 
ity that a fleet of gunboats is moving up the 
Tennessee riverto Florence to destrov the bridge 
there and prevent Hood's armv from crossing. 
If they succeed, the chances are' greatlv in favjr 
of the total destruction of Hood's command, 
as the Cumberland and Tennessee arc too hi"h 
to ford, aud Hood has no pontoons. 

The preparations for a Chrietmas dinner for 
Shermon's army have been abandoned, owing 
to the fact that the army had one grand Christ- 
mas feast during its march through Georgia. 

The Commercial Advertiser sums up the fruits 
of the campaign of the past sixty davs, includ- 
ing the operations under Sherman,' Thomas, 
Stcneman, Warren, Canbv, and Rosecrans, and 
by the naval forces at Plymouth. N. C. It esti- 
mates the prisoners captured, including seven 
thousand negroes, at eight thousand. Our loss 
iu men in the same time is not estimated. The 
rebels lost twenty-five Generals, killed, wound- 
ed, and captured, while we lost six. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles of rebel railroad 
have been destroyed, and twelve hundred 
horses and mulee captured. The damage done: 
in Georgia amounts to forty millions of dollars, 
and in other parts of the Confederacy to ten 
millions. These estimates do not include the 
sinking of the rebel vessel Albemarle, aud the 
pirate Florida, and the capture of eleven block- 
ade-runners. 

The Times' Washington special savs the v i- 
enncy in the mission to Paris will not' be filled 
at present. 

The Tribune's Washington special says: The 
reatest fears are expressed at the Navv De- 
partment that the publication of the details of 
Gen. Butler's naval and military expedition in 
capture Wilmington and his plan to reduce Fort 
Fisher may utterly defeat the enterprise. With- 
in forty-eight hours alter its publication three 
papers guilly of the crime were undoubtedly iu 
Richmond, and their news communicated bv 
telegraph to Wilmington. 

At the opening of the Commission vesterdav 
forthe trial of Col. North, a motion was made 
by the counsel for the prisoner for his discharge, 
on the uroend that he had obtained an inter- 
view with tho Prteideut, and had a promise 
from the President thai if he would tell him all 
he knew, he would be discharged; that he 
bad made such statement and now demanded 
bis release. The Commissioners decided that 
they could not entertain the plea unless it was 
an order of the President or of the Secretary ol 
War. The Judge Advocate proved several cases 
where privates and officers had pw Republican 
votes iu tbe hands of Colonel North to be sent 
home, and when they arrived there thev had 
been changed to Democratic votes. The.imlge 
Advocate said that il the prisoner's counsel 
pleaded pardon, it muit be produced uneler t lie- 
seal of the Secretary of Stale. That promise of 
word received would amount to nothing. 

Deserters from the rebels report the most in- 
tense interest existing inside the rebel line* for 
news from Shermau. Northern journals say 
the Northern armies in our front are full of 
rumors of disasters lo their cause, which is 
having a demcraliziug effect upon officers and 
men. 

Tbe Herald's Hilton Head special, dated the 
17th, says: Our 32-pounder Parrots have been 
got in position on our lelt, so as to command 
the Coosawhatchie bridge, aud have shelled the 
rebel battery. Just below the bridge, on our 
left front, a batten- of 32-poundcrs, rifled how- 
itzers, from the Naval Brigade, ha. been placed, 
within seven hundred yards of the railroad. 
No trains can run, and none try to. 

Gen. Foster asked Gen. Sherman about keep- 
ing ia position at Coosa to prevent more forces 
from joining Hardee. Gen. Sherman told him 
to hold on where he was, and prevent 
Hardee's men from running awav, but to 
let all go iu that wanted to. lie said he would 
open his lines and let 20,000 go in if the rebels 
wished il, as he was sure of capturing all of 
them. 

The Evening Post has a longaccount of Sher- 
man's march through Georgia. From the time 
he turned from Hood at Rome onr line of plans 
are given, which show that the reliel leaders 
were completely mistiiied concerning our move- 
ments, end that Sherman's desire was to avoid 
any action of importance till he reached ttie 
coajst. 

Tho destruction, of the railroad was accom- 
plished by twlstng the rails so that they could 
iiot strain be put in shape. Two huudred miles 
were thus made useless. 

The only light of any moment was the one in 
which Wheeler was badly wlrppcd. 

Supplies of all kinds were plenty along the 
route, particularly east of the Ogechee river. 

The Post's account, though lengthv. eontaius 
very little additional to what has already been 
given. 

The Herald's correspondent with ShermAti 
says: A rebel officer captured at Fort Mc Al- 
lister, who is acquainted with the condition ot 
things in Savannah, says there is onlv ten dai s' 
provisions in the city, and thpt Hardee cannot 
possibly hold out more than a fortnight. The 
correspondent adds: 

General Sherman says he has been through 
Mississippi, and through Georgia once. He 
fays he will go through South Carolina and 
leave a wake behind him ns marked as that 
which marks his march througli Georgia, aud 
that he will go through North Carolina also, 
Richmond being his destination. 

The World's Port Royal correspondent says 
the rebels still have a road open from Savannah 
byway of Fort Jackson, aud from that point to 
the interior. 

The Charleston Mercury of the 15th says the 
shelling of Foster's batteries does not prevent 
the passage of the trains along the railroad. 
Hoodsvilfe is at present the terminus of the 
railroad. It admits that Sherman has burned 
everv important trestle in Georgia this side of 
tbe Savannah river. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 19th inst. bai 
a long article on Hood's defeat, abusing Davis 
severe ly for bad management of military affairs. 
Hood's'mllittry character is sharply criticised, 
aud is found full of faults. It says- "In three 
weeks after Johnston's removal, the army hid 
lost more men killed and wounded than during 
all the month of Johnston's command. It lost 
Atlanta without kaowiug how and why. It 
was reduced to some state of helpless demoral- 
ization, in which it once reached Dalton from 
Mission Ridge. Hood has now been defeated 
where he baa no business to go. Sherman was 
successful because Beauregard was sent without 
an army to defeat him." 

Washington, Dec. 22. 

Subscriptions to the 7.30 loan for the week 
ending December 17 have been $4,625,000, and 
to the 10.40 loan nearly $2,500,000. Subscrip- 
tions to the former on the lath and 21st

Old age has no hold on the geniuses of the 
deal; for the Dantes and the Michael Angelos 
to grow old Is to grow great; for the Hannibals 
and the Bonapartes Is it to grow les» ? 

This light of history is pitiless; it has this 
strange and divine quality that, all luminous as 
it is, and precisely because it is luminous, it of- 
ten casts a shadow just where we saw a radi- 
ance— Babylon violated lessens Alexander; 
Rome enslaved lessens Caesar; massacred Jeru- 
salem lessens Titus. Tyranny follows the ty- 
rant. It is woe to a man to leave behind him :t 
shadow which has his form. 

In the gathering night on a field near Genap- 
p*»VJiernard and Bertrand seized by a flap of his 
coat and stopped a haggard, thoughtful, gloomy 
man, who, dragged thus far by the current of 
the rout, bad dismounted, passed the bridle of his 
horse under his arm, and, with bewildered eye, 
was returning alone toward Waterloo. It was 
Napoleon endeavoring to advance.again, mighty 
somnambulist of a vanished dream. 

Tho battle of Waterloo is an enigma. It is as 
obscure to those who won it as to him who lost 
it. To Napoleon it is a panic; Blucher sees in 
it only fire; Wellington comprehends nothing 
of it. 

Civilized nations, especially in our times, are 
not exalted nor abased by the good or bad for- 
tune of a captain. Their specific gravity in the 
human race results from something more than 
a combat. Their honor, thank God, their dig- 
nity, their light, their genius, are not numbers 
that heroes and conquerors, those gamblers, 
can cast into the lottery of battles. Oftentimes 
a battle lost is progress attained. Less glory, 
more liberty. The drum is silent, reason 
speaks. 

Waterloo is a battle of the fir.^t rank won by 
a captain of the second. 

Bonaparte fallen seemed higher than Bona- 
parte in power. Those who had triumphed 
were struck with fear. England guarded him 
through Hudson Lowe, and France watched him, 
Montcheun. His folded arms became the anx- 
iety of throne6.' Alexander called him my 
Wakefulness. This terror arose from the 
amount of revolution he had in him. This is 
the explanation and excuse of Bonaparte's lib- 
eralism. This phantom made the old world 
quake. Kings reigned ill at case with the rock 
of Saint Helena in the horizon. 

We are not of those who glorify war; when 
the opportunity presents itself we describe its 
realities. War has frightful beauties which we 
have not concealed; It has also, we must admit, 
some deformities. One of the most surprising 
Is the eager spoliation of the dead after a victory. 
The day after a battle always dawns upon naked 
corpses. -

Whenever we meet with the Infinite in 

man, whether well or ill understood, we arc 
seized with an involuntary feeling of respect. 

In the light of history, reason, and truth, mo- 
nastic life stands condemned. 

Monasteries, when they are numerous in a 
country, arc knots in the circulation, encum- 
brances, centres of indolence, where there should 
be centres of industry. Monastic communities 
are to the great social community what the ivy 
is to the oak, what the wart is to the human 
body. Their prosperity and fatness arc the im- 
poverishment of the country. The monastic 
system, useful as it is in the dawn of civiliza- 
tion, in effecting the abatement of brutality by 
the development of the spiritual, is injurious in 
the manhood of nations. Especially when It re- 
laxes and enters upon its period of disorganiza- 
tion, the period in which we now 6ee it, does it 
become baneful, for every reason that made it 
salutary in its period of purity. 

The leprosy of monasticlsm has gnawed 
almost to a skeleton two admirable nations, 
Italy and Spain; one the light, the other the 
glory of Europe, for centuries; and, in our time, 
the cure of these two illustrious people is be- 
ginning, thanks only to the sound and vigorous 
hygiene of 1789. 

The convent, the old style convent especially, 
such as it appeared ou the threshold of this cen- 
tury in Italy, Austria, and Spain, is one of the 
gloomiest concretions of the Middle Ages. The 
cloister, as there beheld, was the intersecting 
point of multiplied horrors. The Catholic clois- 
ter,- properly so called, is filled with the black 
effulgence of death. 

It has become the fashion, a convenient and a 
strange one, to suppress the revelations of his- 
tory, to invalidate the comments of philosophy, 
and to draw the pen across all unpleasant facts 
and all gloomy Inquiries. 

It is one of tho fatalities of humanity 

to be condemned to eternal struggle with 
phantoms. A shadow is hard to seize by the 
throat and dash upon the ground. 

The characteristic of truth is never to run 
into excess. 

To place, by process of thought, the infinite 
below in contact with the infinite above, is 
called prayer. 

Close by the rights of man, side by side with 
them, at least, are the rights of the soul. 

To crush out fanaticisms and reverse the In- 
finite, such is the law. Let us not confine our- 
selves to falling prostrate beneath the tree of 
Creation and contemplating its vast ramifica- 
tions full of 6tars. We have a duty to perform, 
to cultivate the human soul, to defend mysterys

Goi.n Attracting Colonization.— The Phil- 
adelphia American says the search for the pre- 
cious metals seems to be, under Providence, de- 
signed as a means for colonizing our immense 
western empire with a rapidity which would 
have been impossible in any other manner. 
Oregon, it is trne, was founded first by overland 
emigrants before the discovery of the precious 
metals, and the same overland emigration sent 
to California the pioneers who discovered quick- 
silver and gold. But after that the search for 
gold aud silver carried onward the eager multi- 
tude, first to all parts of California, then to 
Oregon, Washington, Colorado, Nevada, Idaho, 
Arizona, and Montana. It is one of the sur- 
prising facts in our history that most of the re- 
gions sought by the miners were imperfectly 
known to geographers, and were first explored 
aud made known thoroughly by the fortune- 
hunters. 

The only portions of the State of Nevada yet 
laid down in our maps are those explored for 
gold and silver by the miners. That marvellous 
young commonwealth, born in the midst of a 
tremendous civil war, has solved many a prob- 
lem. It was long a wonder how any civilized 
population could be permanently established in 
that region. Nevada has shown the world that 
so far from being the desert waste it was sup- 
posed, the region is rich beyond all calculation. 
The worst and most barren spot in the wholo 
State contains a large and flourishing city. 
Where emigrant trains used to be in danger of 
perishing by starvation, Nevada has planted a 
permanent population of sixty thousand souls, 
with cities, towns, farms, mines, roads, mills, 
work-shops, and all the appliances of advanced 
civilization. 

Beginning with the western slope of the 
Sierra Nevada, the mineral discoveries have 
rapidly extended into the great basin, until 
they have now very nearly reached the boun- 
dary' of Utah. So, too, in Colorado; the gold 
discoveries, beginning in the headwaters of the 
Platte river, have extended into the mountain 
valleys and through the passes toward the east- 
ern boundary of Utah. In fact Utah is sur- 
rounded by colonies ol seekers after the pre- 
cious metals, for while it has Nevada on the 
west and Colorado on the cast, it has Arizona 
on the south and Idaho on the north. Thus 
far the miners have not entered Utah or New 
Mexico, although both territories are known 
to be rich iu mineral resources. The enor- 
mous development of gold and silver mining 
in Nevada is due to the proximity of California, 
with its vast experience in mining, its restless 
population, and adventurous capitalists. The 
mining corporations of Colorado are mostly of 
eastern origin. 

Eastern companies have begun to invest also 
In Montana, and the facilities for access to that 
region, by the Missouri river, are doing won- 
ders for It. California operators are now turn- 
ing their attention to Arizona, to which they 
have access by water, and hundreds of mining 
companies hnve been organized in 8an Fran- 
cisco to work mines in Arizona. With their en- 
terprise and experience, the Californians arc 
pushing things ahead, in that territory, with 
the same vigor that they did in Nevada. Their 
mines and towns are now, not only all along 
the Colorado river from the mouth of the Gila 
to li e thirty-sixth parallel of latitude, but along 
the Gila also, and as the climate is milder than in 
any other mining region, and the mines quite 
as productive, we anticipate that colonization 
w ill make rapid progress. Nevada receives ac- 
cessions from the overland emigration which 
Arizona has, as yet, no chance for, and it is a 
long and perilous journey from the Atlantic 
States to that remote region by land. Its 
growth, therefore, must depend upon the move- 
ment in California In its behalf, which appears 
to be steady enough, though rather overshad- 
owed by Nevada. 

These mining operations, everywhere in the 
new territories, proceed upon a basts entirely 
different from those whereby California was set- 
tled. They arc nearly all corporate enterprises. 
Wherever roiueral treasures arc known or said 



to exist, there is located a mining company, 
w hi se office and stockholders are in San Fran- 
cisco, Boston, Philadelphia, or New ^Tork. 
These companies, of course, carry on their af- 
fairs systematically, and with machinery, aud 
thus the settlements are more durable than when 
the mines were worked by individual diggers. 
The immense nnmbcrof companies organized, 
so far from being an injury, is a great benefit, 
because they all have to endeavorto make their 
enterprise pay, and they put capital into the 
business whicr is much needed. It is under 
such an influence that :\ settlement of Arizona 
is proceeding, and we feel confident that the 
vigor and earnestness of the California com- 
panies will soon populate that wilderness with 
numerous towns and all tho evidences of a per- 
manent civilized community. 



sgT The London Observer has an article on 
the revolutions of costumes in the course of a 
century, and these revolutions, it says, are pe- 
riodical, as in almost everything in this world. 
From tho beginning of this century, when 
dresses were reduced to their narrowest propor- 
tions, they have gradually increased in 6ize till 
they have become so uncomely and so uncom- 
fortably distended that it is neither safe nor pos- 
sible to wear them. Of course this applies more 
to feminine than to mauly costumes; but both 
are progressing in a parallel line on the racing 
ground of fashion. 8ingularly enough, the ten- 
dency toward distention regularly coincides 
with the progress of the century. When a cen- 
tury, for instance, is in its first years, civilized 
humanity seems to feel young, and in no way 
eager to conceal, under a pile of garments, the 
beautiful forms granted to the ' lords of crea- 
tion." As the century advances in years.fashion 
assumes matronly ideas and stately notions 
quite unknown to the preceding generations of 
beaux. And when the century approaches to- 
ward its completion, thon all the resources, all 
the craft of millinery, tailoring, and perfumery 
are brought to bear on the means of dissimu- 
lating old age and decrepitude. 

In the beginning of a century man is not 
ashamed of himself. With the sunny confidence 
of youth he walks in the streets, and appears at 
assemblies dressed as nearly as possible as the 
man of nature. Iu the latter part of the cen- 
tury youth itself seems to delight in assuming 
the appearance of old age. The examination of 
any book of costume affords numberless illus- 
trations of this inscrutable law of revolutions 
in dress, from the middle ages down to our own 
time. Writing and preaching against fashion 
have in all time not only been perfectly useless, 
but made the wearer more determined to per- 
severe in it, however unseemly, ridiculous, or 
even dangerous%o wear. Some days ago three 
of the demi-monde, dressed in the light gar- 
ments worn at the beginning of the present 
century, appeared in the garden of the Tuilcries, 
and caused, as it may be imagined, an im- 
mense sensation. Bnt they were not allowed 
to enjoy long the benefit of being stared at in 
wonderment by the promcnaders of the Parisian 
garden. Authority, under the form of a thrce- 
corner-hattcd sergent de ville. expelled them 
from the fashionable garden. 

It appears that each of them had adopted one 
of the colors of the French trl-color. The 
question is to know if the ladies were expelled 
for the want of respect for the French llhg, or 
for their bold protestations against the prevail- 
ing fashion introduced by the Spanislrlady who 
resides at the Tuilcries. There is no fear that 
such an attempt will be repeated in Hyde Park, 
for the simple reason that no lady would dream 
of making such experiments in public. Men's 
costume is naturally less exaggerated in form 
than the dresses of the fairer sex. It is also 
slower in its secular development. Jjats, for 
instance, although from time to time slightly 
modified in tyjie, keep during a century the 
same general form. The eighteenth century 
was condemned to the ridiculous three-coruered 
hat: the nineteenth Is doomed to the still uglier 
chimney-pot. 

General Foy, writing on military costume, 
considered it an immense boon for the soldier 
me superseding ol the breeches by the trowsers. 
He held that the suppression of the garter gave 
much more easiness to the movements of the 
leg. But the opinion of Foy is no longer par- 
taken of by the French military authori- 
ties, since, irresistibly drawn in the circle of 
revolving fashion, they have come back to 
breeches and leggings for French infantry. A | 
similar attempt made by the volunteers in Eng- 
land is very likely to lead our sons, in a given 
time, back to the costume of our fathers. As it 
is, we may fairly expect that the prevailing 
fashion of enormously distended drcasca b to 
prevail during the rest of the century, in spite of 
all its perils and its ugliness. Our grandmother* 
had the doors of their houses raised and en- 
larged to allow the introduction of their head- 
dresses and their hoops. Until such alterations 
have been largely practised in our constructions, 
carriages, theatres, ball-rooms, &c, there is 
no chance of seeing the taste for the present bell- 
ehaped dres.es diminish or begin to disappear. 

Wom>kkkui. Roins in Camiiouia. — The Lon- 
don Quarterly Review says the temple of Ong- 
or Is the most beautiful and best preserved of 
all the remains, and the first also which presents 
itself to the eye of the traveller, making him 
forget the fatigues of the journey, filling him 
with admiration and delight, such as would be 
experienced on finding a verdant oasis in the 
sandy desert. Suddenly, as if by enchantmeut, 
he seems to be transported from barbarism to 
civilization, from profound darkness to light. 
What strikes the observer with not less admira- 
tion than the grandeur, regularity, aud beauty 
of these majestic buildings, is the immense size 
and prodigious number of the blocks of stono of 
which they are constructed. In this temple 
alone are as many as fifteen hundred and thirty- 
two columns. What means of transport, what 
a multitude of workmen, must this have re- 
quired, seeing that the mountain out of which 
the stone was hewn is thirty inllc3 distant! In 
each block are to be seen holes two and one-half 
centimetres in diameter, and three in depth, 
the numbers varying with the size of the blocks; 
but the columus and the sculptured portions of 
the building bear no traces of them. Accord- 
ing to a Cambodian legend, these arc the prints 
of the lingers of a giant, who, after kneading 
an enormous quantity of clay, had cut it into 
blocks and carved it, turning it into a hard, and 
at the same lime light, stone by pouring over 
it some, marvellous liquid. The principal en- 
trance forms a- long gallery with a central 
tower, and two others of less altitude. 
The portico of each tower is formed of four 
projecting columns with a staircase. At 
each extremity arc similar porticoe's, be- 
yond which, but immediately contiguous 
thereto, Is a high door or gateway, on the same 
level, which served for tho passage of vehicles. 
From constant use the wheels have worn two 
deep ruts in the massive llag-stones with which 
the ground is paved. AU the mouldings, 
sculptures, and bas-reliefs appear to have been 
executed after the erection of the building. 
The stones are everywhere fitted together in so 
perfect a manner that you can scarcely seo 
where are the joinings ; there is neither sign of 
mortar nor mark of the chisel, the surface being 
as polished as marble. Was this incomparable 
edifice the work of single geuius who conceived 
the idea and watched over the execution of 
it ? One is tempted to think so ; for no part of 
it Is deficient, faulty or inconsistent. To what 
epoch does it owe its origin ? As before remark- 
ed, neither tradition nor written inscriptions 
furnish any certain information ou this point ; 
or rather, these latter are as a sealed book] for 
want of an interpreter ; and they may, per- 
chance, throws light on the subject when aomc 
European savant shall succeed in deciphering 
them. All this region is now as lonely and de- 
serted as formerly it must have been full of life 
and cheerfulness ; and the howling of wild 
animals, aud the cries of a few birds, alone dis- 
turb the solitude. Sad- fragility of human 
things! How many centuries and thousands of 
generations have passed away, of which history, 
probably, will never tell us anything ! What 
riches and treasures of art will remain forever 
buried lieneath these ruins ; how many distin- 
guished men — artists, sovereigns, warriors — 
whose names were worthy of immortality, arc 
now forgotten, laid to rest under the thick dust 
which covers these tombs !

A Ttsr. Pkrobation. — The sermon recently 
delivered in Hartford for the Sanitary Commis- 
sion by Bu-hop Clark, of Rhode Island, contain- 
ed this eloquent closing passage: 

I stood in the 
Capitol at Washington, and, in the presence of 
those great statesmen whose names have now 
become historical, I preached the funeral ser- 
mon of the President of the United States. The, 
simple wordjaMipon which the discourse was" 
based w ere latk: "Shall it be according to thy 
mind?" Unconsciously, the language that was 
uttered in that presence has proved to have 
been prophetical. Events have not been ac- 
cording to onr mind. It may be well that it is 
so. 

God mcver in a mysterious way. 

To day I may see the volcano vomiting fire 
and smoke, and" the river of liqnld flame run 
down its rairged side, burying In destruction the 
plain that lies beneath. Centuries hence I look 
upon that plain, and it is green with the richest 
verdure: the vine and the olive make It rejoice; 
beautiful flowers blossom around the cottages; 
merry voices of children resound there; a happy 
and thriving people draw their sustenance from 
that luxurious soil: and this soli is the debris of 
that hot river <<( lava that once swept the land 
with destruction. 

So it may be with our nation. After a time 
we may hear the voice of the Lord, saying unto 
us: "In a little wrath I hid my face from thee 
for a moment: but with everlasting kindness 
will I have mercy on thee, saith the Lord, thy 
Redeemer. And all thy children shall he taught 
of the Lord; and great shall be the peace of thy 
children. No weapon that is formed against 
thee shall prosper. This is the heritage of the 
servants of the Lord." 

"AnovE 100. "—A paragraph going the rounds 
of the papers states that there is a negro, who is 
now 120 years old, living in PoinforcLJr'ermont. 
This may be (or may not be) the jefacst inhab- 
itant in the Northern States.--^fier a person 
passes the age of one hundred there seems to 
be a general disposition among all his acquaint- 
ances to run up his age h little. He becomes an 
object of curiosity and interest, because he has 
so much transcended the Psalmist's limit. Aa 
his age increases, the wonder gruws. His own 
memory becomes infirm with advancing years, 
till at last he honestly believes that he is as old 
as his neighbors make him out to be. Thus it 
happens that, unless some family Bible, or other 
record of the centenarian's age exists, he may 
gradually attain to tho dignity of a Methuse- 
lah without being one. Coses where persons 
reach the age of one hundred aie not unfre- 
quent, as we shall show from the tables of the 
last United States census report. But beyond 
that age there lies a misty realm of tradition 
and romance. The census-takers, when the ev- 
idence is 6trong enough, put down cases "about 
one hundred," but do not say how much above. 
Figures which may not lie up to that point are 
not so much to be depended on beyond it. 

There arc, however, many instances since the 
Patriarchal age, as well authenticated as any- 
thing can bo by human evidence, of the attain- 
ment of from 120 to 1C0 years. One case as high 
as 185 years is mentioned— that of a Hungarian 
peasant, Petrarch Czarton, who was born in 
1587. and died in 1772. "Old Parr" of English 
renown, lived to the age of 152 years. He was 
first married at the age of SO, and had two 
children, und was again married when about 
120 years old. Dr. Van Oven, in his records of 
longevity gives 17 cases exceeding 150 year-; 
and Mr. 'Bailey, in his statistical tables on the 
same subject, mentions a number of persons 
who reached that ago. 

In the United Slate", within the ten years 
prior to I860, therewere two deaths of slaves In 
Alabama at the age of 130 years each, and one 
in Georgia at the age of 137 years. Among the 
white population arc records of the death of a 
native Mexican in California 120 years old, and 
that of two females "at the age of 115, one of 
whom was born and died in South Carolina, 
and the other was born in Pennsylvania and died 
In Georgia. 

The United 8tates Census Report of 18G0 pre- 
sents interesting statistics relative to the longev- 
ity of whites, slaves, aud free colored persons 
in the States where these three classes come into 
contrast. In six ol the slave States, taken at 
random, wc find the following figures among 
the tables of population:

rpiTE FOLLOWING ARE IN PART THE RULES 
i- and regulations of tho Louisville Water Company, 
adopted by the Board of Directors at a regular meeting 
on the 2*th of November, 1&>4, and, under the require- 
ments of their charter, are ordered to be published, viz.: 
No.'e 13, 3>i, 24, 27, and 

18. No Pdimit* roa Host ATTaonnKHTB Ai.ok«.— 
Hereafter no permits will be granted for hone attach- 
ment-- to l>e m-ed for utreet-'pprinkting aJonf, but only la 
eouncction with the ordinary supplies for douu-nttc and 
manufacturing purprcee will hand hone ntreet-*prink- 
ling be permitted. From aud alter January Int. 1 trti, all 
premise** having hoee attuich incuts for utreet-ttpriuWiug 
only will be assessed at the established rates for all pur- 
poses for which water can he made available ou the 
premiss from tbe street-pprinkler or hose attachment. 

3*J. Pkivileokb or Watbk Con bum km.— Water con- 
sumers are not guaranteed a xpocific quantity (except 
where metres are rued) of water for any purpose what- 
ever, but simply an ample quantity for the purposes 
mimed In the permit; and all other ukch the water ia ap- 
plied to is in direct violation of the agreement made be- 
tween the Wpter Comptmy and the consumer at the 
time of riant i De the permit, and therefore sabiect to all 
reasonable penalties which the Water Company may soa 
pi oner to impose, 

"M. Lex or Hand Host.— The n?e of hsnd hose is per- 
mitted at all hours iu the day for the piupoaes named in 
the permit, except pprinkliiig streets, yards, and gar- 
dens, washing sidewalks, walks, steps, windows, and 
front, : lor thedc purpodcai tho use of hand hose is restrict- 
ed to four hours, in each day. In the. morninp, between 
the houiK of six aud eight o'clock, trom 21st of Marcli to 
21st of September; and during Uie remainder of the year 
between the hours of seven and nine o'clock, /n ths 
ftmiiiO' between the hour-? of five and seven o'clock,, 
from the -1- 1 of March to the 31st of September; and dur- 
ing the remainder of the year between tho hou*-s of hslf- 
past three aud hall-past nvu o'clock, and at no other time, 
day or night. 

•l^ie dm of hand ho-e in rnae of fire is at all time* per- 
mitted, and may be uued by any oue gaining accosa 

thereto. 

The use of hand h«*e for washing locomotives, can, 
coaches, or vehicle* of any description, or for any pm- 
poee iu which the momentum of the water discharged 
horn the ho-e nozzle ii alone depended upon for produc- 
ing the requisite friction to effect washing, la strictly 
prohibited, uidest 8p4>cmL permit* shall have been graut- 
cd, and extra water rents paid for ail such wasteful usee 
ol water. 

The ui-e of haiid hose for tntshina streets aud gutters, 
and thawing huow or ice, is prohibited. 

The use ot hsnd hoce for vpriuk'ing streets, yards, and 
gardents wn»hlng sidewalks, walk**, steps, window*, and 
front*, with hose nozzle larger than one-quarter (\j of 
an inch iu di-. inter, la prohibited. 

The use of hand hose for any purpose whatever, with 
out nozzle*, is prohibited. 

Leaky hose attachments, broken caps and boxes, con- 
verting hose Into jets tor amiiseroenti by either adults or 
( hil. in n, hiitluring hose to run when not In use, are all 
etHetlj prohibited. 

27. COKATAHT Flow or Watkb.— Watering-trou'.,'lw 
In livery stables, stock-yards, slaughter-houses, sic., will 
not lie permitted to receive a constant How of water, but 
only iu such quantities as will supply tho actual wants 
of the stock having access thereto. Neither will continu- 
ous streams of water be permitted to How from hydranU, 
faucet*, draws, water-closets, urin.ols, or any other appa- 
ratus connected with the service pipe, either for the want 
of proper repair or for protection against frost. In cases 
where water i« discharged into tank* aud the buildings 
tlieuco supplied, the tanks must lie kept perfectly water- 
tight, and the supply pipes to the same lie provided with 
ball-cocks, which must always be kept in working order. 

SO. CoNBUMtaa' Penalties.— If any party shall refuse 
or neglect to pay tbe water rent within ten days after 
it is due. the water will be turned off. and not turned/ 
af ain until all back rent aud fines are paid. 

Auy consumer or subscriber violating, or permitti-tg 
violations hero his attachment of any of tho Water 
Company's titles and regulations governing the Intro- 
dm h»u, supply, and consumption of water, will be noti- 
fied thcrcot in writing, left on Uie premises; and, if be 
then falls to appear promptly and pay the fine, the water 
will bo shut off, and a double tine imposed -wliich, in 
addition to all expenses attending the shutting off, will 
have to be paid tiefore the water is again turned iu the 
premises, as well aa give satisfactory assurances that 
future abuses will not he permitted. Iu cases of persist- 
ent violations aud disregard of the Water Company'** 
rules, the service attachment of ferrule will lw with- 
drawn from the distributing pipe, aud the supply whol- 
ly dit>coiitiuued. 

Fines for violations of rules to beflmposcd and ooliVct » 
ed in eurne varying 1 rum two to twenty dollars, accord- 
ing to the nature of the violations. .
